Wc 
have long believed that the next Seflions will 
fee a Navigation eftabli(hed through the 
whole Interior of the Kingdom, by a Varie- 
ty of Schemes, which arc ftill kept on foot 
with the public Money : But furely. Sir, it is 
very ftrange that Experience itfelf fliould not 
convince us that thefe Schemes are impraiSi* 
cable, and it is ftrange that we fhould not yet 
have difcovered that the greater Part of them 
are unneceflary. What are the Commodities 
that this Inland Navigation is to tranfport ? 
Have we any Towns on the Banks, or near 
the Branches of thefe Canals, that can fupply 
Veflels with Manufactures, or any other Ar- 
ticle of Commerce, in fuch Quantities as will 
make the Benefit of Navigation equal to the 
Expence? Our Roads arc good. Sir, La- 
' i>our is cheap, and Land- Carriage may be pro- 
cured for fuch Commodities as we have to 
fend from one interiour Town to another, at 
a very eafy Expence 5 at an Expence much 
lefs than will be neceffary to keep the Rivers 
navigable,. that we are labouring to make Co ; 
ifuppofing- wc ihould fucceed, new formed 

D id 3 Chan- 
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Channels are liable to be obilrudied by the 
falling in of Banks, and the ru{hing down of 
Floods : The Stream muft, in many Places, 
be raifed by Locks and Flood-Gates, which 
are Strudlures of great Expence, and, by be-^ 
ing alternately wet and dry, are fubjedt to 
fpeedy decay, and, when all is done, as no 
one Houfe will be able to load a VeiTel, it9 
Departure mud be delayed till a Freight cao 
be gleaned up from feveral, fo that the Con» 
veyance of the Comn>odity would uot oqly b^ 
more expeniive, but lefs expeditipus than by 
Land, except only in Turf and Coals, With 
RefpeO: to the Conveyance of thefe Ar« 
tides to. Dublin^ Wat^-Carriage will be an 
Advantage, and where it is to be appropria-f 
ted to them, and there is a rational Profpec^ 
of Succefs, at a reafonable Expence, I think 
the Undertaking ifhould be encouraged. Our 
iirft Confideration certainly fhould be, whe-» 
thcr the Towns between which this Commu- 
nication is to be opened, have any Thing to 
communicate, whereas we have only ponfidercd 
i^hofe Eflate ihould be improv^, and, at the 
fame Tioie that we have fquandered immenie 
Sums in foaie Counties, we have not laid out 
a P^nny in others, where there were Profpcft? 
of greater Advantage, aqd more ejjfy Succefs, 

Be^ 
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Befides, Sir, the very Method of obtaining 
Money fox thefe Purpofes feems to be inequi* 
table : Why fhould the Counties of Fernuh- 
nagh and Cansan be taxed^ to make Experi- 
ments upon a Piece of Inland Navigation in 
Kilkenney ? If we do appropriate any Sum 
to thefe Experiments, let it be by an Addt* 
tion to the appropriated Duties, and not by e- 
normous Aids of Parliament The Duties 
now appropriated to the Inland Navigation of 
this Kingdom, amount to about 9,000 /. a 
Year, and^ if we lay £bme additional Tax up^ 
OH Luxury, diat will produce about 6,000 /. 
a Year more, the Fund will be quite fufikient 
to defray the Expences of all Works that may 
rationally be undertaken on this Account. I 
think an additional Tax upon Cards woukl 
raife 3,000 L of the Money, and playing at 
Cards is not only a Luxury, but a Luxury that 
is too frequently pafhed into a Vice, the moft 
odious and pernicious that has ever contami*- 
nated the Mind, or difturbed Society. The 
prefent Tax upon this Article brings ki 3 oooA 
a Year, apd, I am very confident, that if it 
was double, there would not be one Card leTs 
ttfed than at prefent.

Wit, his Judgtneot, and his public Spirit j 
who knew Mankind z$'St^/omon did vege-^ 
table Nature, from the Cedar ii) Lebanon to 
the Hyfop upon the Wall, and who made the 
Foundation of this Charity the laft and flioft 
folcmn AQl of a Life that was fp^nt in doing 
good, not by the Indulgence of a mere In- 
ftindl, in an undiftinguifhing Bounty, nor with 
the external Graces of Compaffion, that follicit 
the Tribute of Praife, but upon a ftcady and 
rational Principle of Piety to God, and Benet* 
licence to Man. For thofe whom Smft dif-^ 
tinguilhed, as having a fuperior Claim to our

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The Queftion being put, it paflfed in the 
Affirmative. 

The Committee alfo granted 1 500 /. to 
Mefiieurs Nejbit and Company, for encourage 
i ngthe Whale Fiftiery, on the North Weft 
Coaft of Ireland^ and the manufactaring the 
Bone and Blubber. 

In the private Committee that had been 
appointed to examine the Petition the folJi^^-* 
ing Particulars appeared, which, though not 
reported, are too curious to be fupprefled. 

In the Year 1736, one Chaplain ^ a Lieu- 
tenant in his M ajefty's Forces, quartered at 
Gibraitar^ who bad been formerly employed 
in the Greenland Fishery, Was infotmed t^ 
Captain Nejbit ^ who was alfo quartered in 
that Oarrifon, that in the Spring of the Ye^ 
nfiany Whales frequented the North Weft 
.Coaft of Ireland^ from ftyLmd-bead in the 
County of Dmegai^ to the Bay of 5%^ ; 
Chaplain^ being an enterprizing Man, fold his 
Commifiion foon after he had received this 
Information, arid came to Ireland^ with a 
View to fifli for thefe Whales ; he, accord- 
ingly. 
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ifigly^ procured (wo Bojits to be made upon 
the Model of ihofe ufed 10 the Greenland 
Si^a^, jaod furaiibed him&lf with Hftrpoom^ 
and oxhtt Inftrnincnu^ but he was able to 
kiUx>iUy two Whales 'm eight Years. As 
tbes?e were Whales in great Plenty on the 
Coaft, he imputed his bad Succefs to the 
Want of a betfler Apparatus, which, not be- 
ing able to pur£ihafe» he applied to Parlia^* 
ment for aid, and obtained a grant of 500 /. 
but dying before he received it, it was never 
paid. After his death his Brother purfued 
his Projei^, but with no better Succe^^ for 
eight Years more, during which Time, he 
alfo killed two Whales, and then died. 

In the Year 1759, Meilieurs Thomas^ and 
jindrew Nejbif^ Gentlemen who lived near 
JiillibegSy on the Sea Coaft of the County of 
Donegal, and who were very Ikilful in the 
JEierrtog and other Fiiheries, carried on there, 
feeing Whales in great Numbers, revived 
Chaplain's Undertaking, and took for granted, 
that he mifi:arriQd either for want of Money, 
pr Perfeverance* Jn this Proje^ft they en- 
gaged Meflrs Ben/on^ and Irwin, Gentlemen 
pf Credit and Property, and procured a Ship 
to be fitted up in the Greenland Way, with 

five 
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five Boats of a new Conftruftion : They 
alfo procured Harpooners and other Perfons, 
experienced in the Greenland Fifliery, and in 
the Year 1 760, they began to fifli 5 but 
though they faw many Whales they were 
able to kill none* Mr Thomas N^Jbit after** 
^ards killed one large Whale with his own 
Hand, and as there was no Manufactory for 
the Bone or Blubber in this Kingdom, he fent 
it to London^ 

After procuting fome Alterations and Im- 
provements to be made in his Ship, he made 
another Attempt with five of the ableft and 
moft fkilful Harpooners he could get, and 
eight Boats extremely well provided, yet not 
a fingle Whale was killed thatSeafon, though 
great Plenty were fcen, and Opportunities of 
ftriking them often offered. 

At length the Company having expend^ 
J 000/. in the Undertaking, it was difcovered 
that the Method of Fifhing^ and Harpoon-* 
ing in Greenland^ would not do in thefe Se^. 
In Greenland^ the Water being always calm ^ 
the Boats are not agitated, fo that the Har- 
pooner is more fure of his ftroke 5 and the 
Whale frequently bends his Head downward 

in 
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in order to plunge under Water, which the 
Fifhers call Backing, and which, ftraining 
and tightening the Skin, the Harpooner feiz^r 
c$ that Inftant to flrike^ and the Harpoon 
enters deeply, which it would not do if the 
Skin hung loofe over the Blubber. In thefe 
Seas, on the contrary, the Water is always 
rough, either by Wind, or a Sw?ll, fo that 
the Harpooner can take uq Aipi, aod the 
Whale feldom backing, but lying extended 
on the Surface of the Water, with the Skin 
loofe and flaccid over the Fat, (h? Harpoon, 
though it reaches him with confiderable 
force, does not enter, Mr Nejbity therefore, 
in order to give force to the Harpoon, and 
alio to the Lances^ whigh are difcharged at 
the Fifh every Time he rifes after the Har-r 
poon has entered, contriv4?d to difcharge both 
the Harpoon and Lance, from a fwivel Gun, 
which fucceeded fo w?ll, th^t in the Year 
1762, the Cooipany killed three WhaleS;^ 
two of which were between 60 and 70 Feet 
long, and the other above fifty, and, in this 
Ypar J763, they have killed twp JiiVhales of 
a large Si^e, wbiph is more than many Ships 
h^ve done, that have been fitted out fof 
Creenhn4 at a vjift Expenpe- 
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In this State of the Undertaking, they pe- 
titioned the Parliament for Aid, and thig 
Committee granted them looo/; as mention- 
ed above* 

It is to be obferved, that in the Sea oiP 
the Coaft of I)onegal^ there are, befidcs the 
Whales, that yield only fforie ' and * Blabber, 
the Finn-frfli, the Porpoife, thcfStin-fifh, and 
the Spermi-ceti^ Whale, befides Seals* The 
Teeth of the Sperma-ceti WK^le, are fhaped 
like a Cucumber, and are abonr i8 Inches 
Ibng ; they are as white as Ivory, take a- fine 
poliih, and make very beaotifal and durablcf 
Handles for Knives and Forks* The Sun- 
fifh is valuable for the Oil that is extrafted 
from the Liver, each Fifli yielding about a 
Ton ; they are to be found all the Year, and 
are taken with great Eafp j the other .Frfli; 
and the Seals are of little Value. 

After fome Time fpent in the Comniifttee, 
into which the Houfe refolved itfelf to con* 
fider of the Supplies, the Speaker refumed 
the Chair, and Mr M—^ the Chairman of 
the Committee, was ordered to make his Re* 

gort the next Morning.

Upon the reading of this Refolution, a- 

mong others, Mr ^— C-^, the Vice P — ^ 

obfcrved, that if the Houfe agreed to it as it 

flood, it would preclude any farther Enquiry 

into the Right of the Vice Treafurers to the 

Poundage upon the additional Supplies, which 

would be very improper, as a Suit in Equity 

was a(3:ually commenced to determine the 

Queftion, which plainly appeared to be 

doubtful, by the Steps that had been taken, 

as well by the Deputy Vice-Treafurer, as 

the Attorney-General; he, therefore, pro-. 

pofcd 
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pofed; that the Refolution (liould be made 
Conditional, fo that the Public might obtaid 
the Benefit of the 5000 /. claimed for Poun* 
dage, if the Suit fhould go on and be d$ter^ 
taincd in its Favour. 

Mr E — S-^ P-^ faidj he very much ap-^ 
{)roved of what the Vicc-P-^ had faid, and 
that he knew not how the Aflfair of thtf 
Poundage could be €ogni:zab1e by a Court of 
Equity, after the Houfe fhould have allowed 
the Claim of the Vice- Treafurcr, by includ- 
ing it in the National Debt ; and that, fup-» 
pofing the Refolution of the Houfe not to 
preclude the Suit, it was poflible that th0 
Determination of the Court might be oppa* 
fite to that of the Houfe, which would be 
an Incongruity that they ought to avoid. Af- 
ter re-capitulating fome Arguments that hacj 
been before ufed on the Subject, he . added, 
that it was abfurd to fuppofe it to be the 
Spirit of any Law that the DiftrefTes of the 
State fhould multiply themfelves, and that 
the Public (hould pay a greater Sum to their 
Servants merely becaufe the Neceffity of Af- 
fairs obliged them to pay a greater Sum fot 
the Exigencies of the State. The Fees of the 
Vice-Tre^urer, he faid, without the Poun^^ 

digs 
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<J^e upon additional Duties, amounted to 
more than their Truit, and their Services 
deferved ; but that, not to enter into the Me«f 
rit8 of the Queftion, he would only fecond 
the Motion for an Amendoient, to render 
the I^efolution conditional. 

The Qpeflion being then put for the At 
mendment^ it paiTed in the Affirmative, and 
tlie Houii^ capie to the following Refolption,

Mr E— S—P-*- dien fard, that it had' 
appeared to the Committee, upon the ftriftcft- 
Enquiry, that the Navigation of the River • 
Sh^nnon^ from Limerick to Killaloo^ was one 
of the mpft ufeful* in ' the Kingdom ; that the 
River was no lefs than 130 IVfiks long, that' 
it ran through the moft fertile and populorw- 
Parts of the Country, and pafled by very con- 
fiderable Towns. That the prir ate Gommit- 
tee, therefore, was of Opinion^ that 6600-^ 
was a reafonable Aid towards eompieating 
the Navigation of that River > that^ he afkied,'" 
however, but 5000 /. which Sum was grant-

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thefe Grants, ho faid, immediately, tended 
to leffqn the National Debt, and not to en-' 
creafe it > and^ inftead of being confid^red un- 
d<sr the Article of Expences, they fliould be 
eftimated as Money laid out in Trade, from 
which a Profit would accrue. There was 
no Nation in the World, he faid, that was fo 
capable of Improvement from its Situation^ 
Climate, Soil, and Rivers^ and that it wanted 
nothing but Population, Manufactures, and 
Commerce, to make it one of the mqft flou- 
rifliing Countries in the World ; the Money 
already laid out for thefe Purpofes had brought 
in, he faid, thirty per Cent, and that as Pro- 
fit was neceflary, as well as Oecononay, to 
counter- ballance the Drains of Penfions and 
Abfentees, he hoped the Bufinefs of the Day 
would be tranfadted, with a View to that 
Principle ^ but he added, that he feared all 
he could fay on the Subjed: would have little 
EfFea, for that the Bufinefs of the Day had 
been already fettled in another Place ; — -^ 
Here he made a Pauje — and, then added,, 
in the Committee of Supplies. 

Mr P — T—, the A. G. faid, he was in 
Hopes, that if the Improvements were fo 
great as had beco reprefented^ they would 

fopa 
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foon enable the Parliament to grant liberally 
to farther Improvements, bat that^ for his 
own Part, he had not fufficient Evidence of 
the good EfFefts of theMoney laid out already, 
to think a Grant of the very high Demands 
now made a prudent Step, The Surplus, in 
the Treafury, he faid, which had been fo 
often mentioned, arofe from the accidental 
Circumftance of fourteen Regiments being 
ient out -of the Kingdom daring the laft War^ 
and pat upon the E;?^/^ Eflabli(hment ; and, 
that his Majefty was then gracioufly pleaied 
to permit a very great Part of this Saving to 
be laid out for the Improvement of the Coun- 
try, but that, in his Opinion, it was improper 
to apply the Revenues of the Crown to fuch 
Purpofe, if there was the leaft Danger that the 
Supplies neceflary for the Exigencies of Go^ 
vernment fhould fall fhort, which, he faid^ 
whatever might be pretended to the contrary^ 
muft bring the Country into Debt. The 
Application of public Money to thefe fuppof- 
ed Improvements, never came into the Con- 
templation of Parliament, Y\t faid, when the 
hereditary Revenue, was eftabliihed, nor in 
the Year 1727, when the additional Duties 
were granted, which had not fince been en- 
creaied. He obfcrved, therefore, that thofc

Exigcocies of Governments and that the Alkr 
nation of them to other Purpofea was a new

I cannot help thinking, Sir, that 8000 /. is 
too large a Sum to be appropriated to we 
know not what. No Plan, or Scheme, has 
yet been laid before us for the Diftribution of 
this Sum fo as to anfwer adequate Purpofes j 
it is faid, in general, that the Money is to be 
diftributed for Encouraging fuchUndertakings> 
and in fuch a Manner as we (hall direft; but 
I think it will be extreamly difficult to afcer- 
tain the Quantity and Quality of Goods 
brought to Market, which fliall entitle the 
Owners, or Manufadturers, to Part of this 
Sum, as a Premium ; nor do I fee how the 
Sum, now moved for, differs from the Sum of 
2000 /. juft granted to the Society, as an Aid 
to their Premiums, If, inftead of that 2000/.

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ftemium, that would have been benefitted by 
the Aid \ and the Alteration in our Mode oF 
granting Encouragement to Arts, proves, that 
We did not intend he (hould, except he defer*

I am very ferry, Sir, to hear an. Objedion 
made to this Grant for the Encouragement of 
a Fifhery, and Manufafture, which are of 
very great Importance to the Public. In the 
firft Place, Sir, the Oil, and Bone, of the 
.Whales taken on this Coaft, are fuperior in 
Quality to the Oil and Bone of thofe taken in 
the Seas of Greenland ; and there are few 
Things more neceffary, or of more general 
Confumption, than the Produifl of the Whale 
Fifliery in general ^ the Oil is ufed for the 
dreffing of Leather, and Wool, as well as for 
public Lamps, and many other Purpofes, 
which it would be endlefs to enumerate 5 the 
Ufes of the -Bone alfo are very numerous, 
and an excellent Glue is made of the Blub- 
ber, after the Oil has been extra<fted. It ap* 
pears by theCuftom-Houfe Books, that in the 
Year 1761, there were no lefs than 99,980 
Gallons of Whale or Train Oil, imported at 
Dublin from Holland -^ this Import which 
proves the Confumption of the Commodity 

to 
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to be very confiderablcj is a great Natio- 
nal Lofs ; and England is alfo a great 
Lofer by Importing the fame Comnnidity 
from the fame Ports ; England^ indeed, is 
fo fenfible of this, that (be has given great- 
er Encouragement to the Whale-Fifhcry 
than to any other Branch of Commerce: 
Every Ship that is fitted out from England^ 
for the Greenland Fifliery, and makes the 
Voyage, is at her Return intitled to a Pre- 
mium of 40 i. a Tun, whether fhe brings 
home any Whale or not, and, in Time of War? 
the Crews of all the Greenland Ships have a 
Protedlion, which fecures them from being 
preflcd into the Government's Service ; and, 
(hall we, who are equally interefted -in this 
Trade, be fupine and negligent Speftators of 
the Efforts of a private Company, to efla- 
blifti it on our own Coafls, and not afHfk 
them with fo fmall a Sum as 1 500 / ? But 
the Fifliery is not the only Objed: ; when a 
Whale has been caught upon our Coa(h we 
have been obliged to fend the Bone and 0ub^ 
ber to Liverpool^ and London ^ to be mana* 
fafturcd 5 which is always attended with gre^t 
Expence, and Inconvenience, efpecially as the 
Eftgli/h^ who confider us as their Rivals in 
this Fifliery, charge us very high j but if we 

en? 
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exicoarage the l^ndertakiog in Queftion^ we 
ihall be able to maniifadure the Bone aiid 
Blubber ourfelves, and^ perhaps, to ftirnifh 
England herfelf with thofe Commodities, 
which will be a coniiderable Benefit to her, 
as well as to us ; for it would be taking jull 
fo much Trade fron> her Rival. the Dutcb^ 
and furnifhing her with the fame Commodi- 
ties at a cheaper Rate, as Labour is cheaper 
with us, and we (hall have a lefs Diftance to 
carry the Commodity^ as well from the Place 
^here it is catched, to that where it is ma* 
nu&dured^ as from the Place where it is 
manufaditured to Market ; as a Friend, there*- 
forty to both Kingdoms, for he that does not 
coflfider their Interefts as infeperable, is a 
Friend to neither, I muft ftrongly rccom- 
mend the Confirmation of this Grant with« 
out Diminution. 

The Queftion being then put| whether 
the R^folution (hould be amended by expung- 
ing the Word five hundred^ it paiTed ki the 
Affirmative, and the Refoluion was agreed to

The Houfe refqlved, that the Supply 
jgraijtf d to his Majefty (hould be a Sum not

(See the 
Motion for a Supply ^ page 66. ) 

The Refolutions of the Committee of Sup- 
plies, having been all reported and confider- 
ed, and very great Dedudlions having been 
made from fcveral Grants, not particularly 
mentioned above, for which Dedudion the 
A. G. was always an Advocate, Dr C — L — 
got up, and fpoke to the following EfFcdt : 

Dr C— L—. 

I cannot but highly commend that vigi- 
lant Attention to the public Trcafure, and 
that Spirit of public Oeconomy, which have 
ib eminently diftinguiflaed the Gentleman on 
the Floor over againft me this Day ; neither 
can I help exprefling my Concern aind Sur- 
prize that he fhould flop ftiort. He has 
been very zealous to prevent the laying out 
public Money, in the Improvement of the 
Country, but he has very quietly acquiefced 
in its being fquandered away in Penfions to 
Foreigners ; nay he has not been lefs elo- 
quent as an Advocate for this Expence than 
as an Adverfary to the other ; as I had no 
reafon to expedt fo uncommon an Inconfiften- 
cy of Condu)ft, I did not think it would have

fallen to my fhare, to move, as I now do. 
That 25,000/. be ftruck off the Lift of Pcn- 

fions : I flatter myfelf, that every Gentleman 
prefent will chearfuUy concur in this Mo- 
tion, at leaft every Gentleman who has dif- 
tinguiflied himfelf in favour of Oeconomy, 
and that, as it is evident the Nation will be 
a Gainer, it is not neccflary to enquire who 
will be Lofcrs; except three or four, I 
believe they are all equally undeferving, and, 
if the whole Redudion was to fall upon the 
Penfioners of this Houfe, there would be no 
Reafon to regret it, for it would certainly be 
better for the Conftitution, if no Man in it 
had either Penfion, or Place. I fhould, in- 
deed, be ferry to have it thought neceflary,

of another. 

Mr P— T'— , the A. G. faid, in reply, that 
he thought it very extraordinary to be called

THE Houfe attended his Excellency 
the Lord Lieutenant with the Addre& 
of Thanks to his Majefty, which his Excel- 
lency promifed to tranfmit forthwith, and 
then being refolved into a Committee of 
Ways and Means, Mr E — S — ^ — fpoke 
as follows : *

As nothing can conduce to the Improve- 
ment and Advantage of this Kingdom in 
particular, and to the Strength and Support of 
his Majefty*s Dominions in general, more than 
the Encouragement of our home Manufac- 
tures, I ftiall propofe fomething, which, I 
hope, will have that good EfFeft. The he- 
reditary Duty on Strong Beer, and Ale, in 
this Kingdom, is two Shillings and Six- pence 
a Barrel, each Barrel containing two and 
thirty Gallons 5 and the additional Duty is 
two Shillings, fo that the whole Duty on

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two and ^thirty Gailoas is foui: Shilliags and 
5i»-pence. But it is well known, tlmt there 
is a Species of Stroi>g^Bcer, caUed Porter, 
which we import from England^ that pays 
00 more. Duty than one Shilling for every 
two and thirty Gallons ; now it is clear, that 
in Proportion as the Importation of Porter 
encreafcs, the Ck)nrumptioii (A our home 
made Beer and Ale; muJd decre^fe, and 
that for every Barrel of Porter that is drunk* 
here, inftead • of a Barrel of home made 
Liquor, tfee Revenue fuffers a lofs of three 
Shilling and Siic-pence. It is well known 
that Ithe Importation of Porter is increafing 
every Day, and that, confijquently, the Re- 
venue, in this Article, is every Day diminifli- 
ing. Now, Sir, if a Tax fhodld be laid upon 
Porter, equivalent to the Tax oft home made 
Beer, and. Ale, it would prevent the Decreafe 
of the Revenue, but, as Porter would proba- 
bly be ftill imported, it would iHU leflen the 
• Confumptioji of our Home-brewed, and thus 
afFcS many Branches of Trade that depend 
upon the Brewery 5 and, if a T^x^fhould be 
laid upon Porter, fo heavy as fhould amount 
to a Prohibition^ we (hould, in a great Mea- 
fure, be deprived of a wholefome and pleafant

Articles, But I apprehend. Sir, that, if the 
Refolution propofed ^vias eligible, in other Re-^ 
fpeds, it would prepare the Way itx great 
Frauds and Abufe, and be produftive of end-^ 
lefs Litigation and Difputes, betv^een the 
Brewers, and the Officers of the Revenue^ 
The Revenue Officers would certainly find it 
extremely difficult to diftinguifli what Beer 
fhould be called Porter, and what ihould 
come under another Denomination ; I dare 
fay there are many Parts of this Kingdom, 
where there is not a fingle Perfon that cpuld 
make the Diftindion, and that there are great 
Numbers in this City, who would experience 
the fame Inability; the Brewers and Publi- 
cans would certainly take Advantage of this ; 
for, I am forry to fay, that Perfons, otherwife 
heneft in their Principles and Dealings, make 
no Scruple of defrauding the Crown, not 
confidering, that the Supplies granted to the 
Crown, are to be laid out for the common 
Benefit, and that the Fair Trader muft always 
make good the Deficiencies that arife from 
the illicit Pradices of others^ this, however^ 
being the Cafe, I dare fay, that, if the Rcfor 
lution propofed fhould be agreed to, ther? 
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would not, in a fhort Tinie, be a Bf ewer of 
Publican in the Kingdom, that would make 
or fell Malt Liquor of any otheriDenomina- 
tion than.

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an Infpedtion would immediately detect: them, 
and the proper Duty would be paid. I ftiall 
only add, that, if it (hould be thought advife- 
able to reftrain the Refolution to Porter 
brewed in this City, I believe the Reftridlion 
would not be objeded to by the Gentleman 
who propofed the Motion. 



. Dr C~ L — faid, that of all fermented 
Liquors he efteemed Porter to be the moft 
wholefome ; it was alfo, he faid, in his Opi- 
nion, extremely pleafant : As it could riot be 
drank till it had been kept a Year, he faid the 
Principles that might have caufed a new Fer- 
mentation were evaporated : He obferved alfo, 
that the Notion that good Porter could be 
made only of Thames Water was exploded, 
and that as good Porter might be made in 
Dublin as in London. He thought, he faid", 
that we (hould take every Opportunity to im- 
prove our own Manufadtures, but that, as the 
learned Gentleman on the oppofite Bench had 
fhewn the Utility of the Meafure in Queftion, 
^y Arguments, to which nothing could be 
added, he fhould only declare, that he would 
moft certainly give his Vote for it.

Time, many Litigations depending 'between 
Aie hewers and Gaogers, with Refpedt to 
ftrong Beer and fmall, -as fdbjeiSt to difibrent 
Duties, and if a third Species ibould be intro- 
duced, fabj€<a to no Dttty at dll, the Perplexi- 
ty and Mifchief will be greatly increafed, I 
Itave myfejf been very often piiz2^1ed when 
fraall ^Becr and Ale have been brought to the

of 40 $. a Pound Weight was laid on thofe 
Commodities, he was pcrfuaded it was in* 
tended as a Prohibitipn, but not having that 
EfFedt, he propofed that the Importation of 
foreign Silks ftiould be cxprefly -prohibited. 

Mr £— S — P — agreed that the Import 
tation of foreign Silks was a National Difad- 
vantage, but thought it 'more eligible to lay 
fuch an additional Duty upoh them as would 
make it worth no Man's while to import 
them, than to prohibit the Importation ex- 
prefly, which, he faid, might give Offence tb 
the Nations whence they were bought, and 
induce them to prohibit the Importation of 
our Commodities; he therefore propofed ah ' 
additional Duty of 4 /. on every Pound Weight 
of all forreign Silks, except Britifh and China^ 
Perjia^ and the Eafl-Indies.

Mr E — S — P — propofed; for the Bene- 
fit of the Paper Manufaftory, that an additi- 
onal 
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tional Duty fliould be laid on the Exportation 
of Rags, and that the Duty on the Importa- 
tion fhould be taken off. 

The R-t H-ble Mr ^~ M-, the 
Chairman of the Committee, replied, that to 
the laying an additional Duty on the Expor- 
portgtion, he had no Objedlion, but that the 
taking off the Duty on Importation could not 
properly be done in that Committee, which 
was appointed folely to confider of proper 
Ways and Means to raife the Supplies, and 
that taking off any Duty, already laid on, was 
an Aft diredtly contrary to its Inftitution. 
He obferved, that the Propofal for brewing 
Porter, Duty free, . which had been lately de 
bated, was not a parallel Cafe, for that Porter 
would have been confidered, not as a Species 
of Beer taxed already, but a new Species, 
which might either be taxed or not, as fhould 
be thought mod: for the general Benefit. 

In this Opinion of the Chairman the Com* 
mittce concurred, and it was a Refolution, that 
an additional Duty fliould be laid upon the Ex- 
portation of Rags, but not that the Duty on 
Importation fhould be taken off.

I have now prepared a Refolution for this 
Committee with Rcfpedl to a Tax upon Dogs, 
for *raifihg a Sum to be applied to the Im^ 
provement of the Inland Navigation of this 
Kingdom, and for farther preferving the 
Game : With thefe two Views I propofe that 
the Tax fliould be fuch as will, in a certain 
Degree, leflen the Number of Dogg that are 
kept> and yet leave a Number fufficicnt to 
render the Duty produdive of a ufeful Sum ; 
I propofe that 2Q5. a Year be paid for one 
Hound, 40 J. for a Couple, and 5 /• for any

bove that Number : And I propofe that this 
Tax (hould be coHefted by the Colledors of 
the Hearth-Money.

t wifli to fee a Tax laid upon Dogs, for 
many Reafons, and for none more than to 
prevent the Danger arifing to Mankind from 
th^t Species of Madnefs to which no domct- 
.jtic Animal, but a Dog, is fubjed:. The Dif- 
eafe produced by the Bite of a mad Dog, is a 
Complication of Mifery and Horror, altoge- 
ther without Parallel 5 it is torture and Dif- 
tradion, an Agony both of Body and Mind, 
and Death, with every poffible Aggravation 
both of its Terrors and its Pain. And yet, 
deiirable as a Tax upon Dogs may be, upon 
.this, and many other Accounts, I think the 
JPropofal now made, is attended with infupe- 
rable Difficulties, both with Refpect to the 
Diilmdions of the Species that are to be made 
liable to the Tax, and the Manner of colleft-^ 
ing the Money. It is propofed that 3 /. a 
Year fhall be paid for a Spaniel, but that one 
Cur, or Watch- Dog, fhall be allowed to every 
Houfe, Duty free ; but it frequently happens 
that the Dog kept as a Watch-Dog, is a Spa- 
niel, or fonae other Species that might be ufed 
in the killing of Game j and what is to be 
done in that Cafe ? Is the Sum of 3 /. a Year 

H h a to 
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to be then paid for the Watch-Dog, becaufe 
he happens to be good for fomething elfe ? Or 
muft the Matter hang his faithful favourite 
Servant, and procure a Cur, that he may a- 
Void being taxed at 3 /• a Year for not cxpo- 
fing his Life and his Property to Thieves, and 
Murderers, when he lies down to fleep, after 
the Labours of the Day? But, fuppofing that 
Curs only are kept for Watch-Dogs, it will be 
very oppreflive to allow but one to a Houfe, 
except t;he Owner pays 3 i. a Head for all a- 
bove : There are many People who can ill af- 
ford to pay even the Hearth Money, a Tax 
to which they are fubjed already, whofe Oc- 
cupations make more than one Watch-Dog 
almoft as neceffary as their daily Bread, par- 
ticularly Shepherds, Tanners, Bleachers, and 
many others that I need not name. It will 
alfo be extremely difficult to diftinguiffi the 
feveral Species of Dogs to be named in th6 
Adl propofed j there is a greater Variety of 
Dogs than of any other Animals known by 
one common Name, and much lefs Differ- 
ence between a Wolf and a Bear, than be- 
tween a Pug-Dog, and a Grey-Hound. How 
many of thefe are to be included. under the 
Denomination of Cur ? And what is to be 
done about Lap-Dogs, which are various al* 

moft 
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moft without Limits ? If it is faid that thefe 
arc kept only for Pleafure, and that none 
fhould be exempted from the Tax but thofe 
Aat are kept for Ufe, I muft beg leave to ob- 
fervc, that Ufe is only the Means of which 
Pleafure is the End : If we defire to keep our 
Property, it is that we may ufe it, and we can 
ufe it well only in procuring Pleafure to our- 
felves or others. We feem to think that the 
fame Law of Nature which reftrains us from 
inflicting pofitive Pain, does not reftrain us 
from diminifhing pofitive Pleafure, yet no- 
thing is more certain than that the Obligation 
to refrain from Evil includes both. It is a 
mortifying Confideration, that humanBenevo- 
lencc is frill more limited than human Power. 
We frequently alleviate Mifery, we feed the 
Hungry, and we cloath the Naked ; but if we 
perceive that thofe who, on fuch Occafions, 
have been the Objects of our Bounty, indulge 
themfelves in any pofitive Gratification, we 
feldom feel ourfelves difpofed to encreafe it, 
but, on the contrary, regard it with a Kind of 
Grudging, aod Ill-will. Our Benevolence 
chills when it ceafes to be Pity, and we cannot 
bear to think that thofe who receive Charity 
fhould derive any Thing better from it than 
^ mere Alleviation of Diftrefs. The fame 

H h 3 Leaven 
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Leaven of Malignity leads us to overlook our 
Obligations, not to take away what we cannot 
give, and Superftition being ever ready tq 
countenance the Depravity of our Nature, rer 
prefents whatever is taken from the common 
Stock of Pleafure, as a Tribute to Providence, 
and (encourages us with the Notion of doing 
our Duty in Proportion as we make that dif- 
ficult, without which Life itfelf is of no Va- 
lue. If it can be proved, that, by taking a- 
way from thofe, who, perhaps, can procure 
few other Pleafures, that of keeping a favourite 
Dog, a fenfitive Being, to which their little 
Power can communicate Happinefs, a Depen- 
dant that can exprefs Obligations without 
Flattery, and aflbciate with Diftrefs without 
repining, if it can be proved that, by taking 
away this good, greater good can be procured, 
it is then right to take it away, but I believe 
the Advocate for a Tax upon Dogs would! he 
greatly puzzled to apply the Money it would 
produqe, foas to produce half the Pleafure, 
upon an Aggregate, that it will deftroy. Be- 
fides, I have an infuperable Objidtion againft 
the Manner in which this Tax is to be col- 
lefted. The Colledors of the Hearth-Money 
are frequently obliged to diftrain where there 
is an Inability to pay it ; this is a cruel Ne-, 

ceffity 
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cei&ty, and daonot fail to render them odious^ 
though they are nothing more than the mere 
InftrumcntB of the Law. The Tax itfelf U 
odious, and is always paid with Relud:aace 
and Ill-will, and it would furely be impofing 
a very fevcre Service upon the Hearth-Money 
Collcftor, to compel him to fearch the Houfe$ 
of the Poor, and peep into the Clofets and un- 
der the Beds for a favourite Dog, whofe Lift 
they cannot afford to redeem. I fhould alfo 
be glad to know how he is to manage, when 
he finds a Litter of Puppies 5 if they are ail t6 
ht dro\^ned, without Mercy, what is to be- 
come of the Breed ? If they are to be fpared, 
muft he remit the Tax, or muft he levy it ? 
As to Lurchers, I muft confefs I know not 
what Dogs they are. *— — 

Upon Mr O — 's faying he did not know 
what a Lurcher was, the Houfe grew merry, 
and he himfelf joined iu the Laugh ^ at length 
Mr M— > the Chairman^ faid, that though it 
might be eafy to turn the Subjedl of the Pro- 
polkl into Ridicule^ as there might appear 
fomething ludicrous in it, yet it was, in itfelf 
a ferious SubjciJi, and deferved very ferious 
Attention. He faid, he thought that the In- 
knd Navigation being of great and National

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Importance, fome Means ftiould be thought 
of to raife Money for its Improvement, and 
that he faw no Reafon why the Propofal now 
made {hould not, at leaft, be reported to the 
Houfe, as a Refolution of the Committee 5 
the Subjed:, he faid, would then be more fully 
examined, and Objctlions might be ftatcd^ 
and, perhaps, removed, with RefpeCt to the 
laying, as well as collefting the Tax. • 

Mr R — FitZ'G— concurred with the 
Chairman, and hoped the Refolution would 
pafs the Committee, that the Subjedt might 
come under the Confideration of the Houfe, 

The Queftion being put, it was*carried in 
the Affirmative.

Think one of the grcateft Difadvan- 
tages arifing from the Grant of Penfion, 
is the inriching Aliens, with the Trea- 
fure of our Country. I (hall communicate 
a Fact tg this Houfe, from which it will ap- 
pear, that the Grant of Penfions to Aliens is 
fuppofed to be contrary to the Senfe of the Na- 
tion, even by the Advifers of fuch Grant, and 
therefore, not avowed, though made. There 
is a Penfion, Sir, granted nominally to one 
George Charles, but really to Monfieur De 
Veroisy the Sardinian Minifter, for negociat- 
ing the Peact, that has juft been concluded 
with the Minifter of France. I muft con- 
fefs. Sir, that in my Opinion, this Service 
dcfervfed no fuch Recompence, at lea ft on 
our Part; fo that, in this Cafe, our Money 
is not only granted to an Alien, but to an 
Alien who has no Merit to plead. If it is 
thought a defcnfiblc Mcafure, I fhould be 

glad 
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glad to know why it was not avowed ; and 
why, if it is proper, we fliould p^y looo /• 
a Year to ' Monfieur Vercis^ we fhould be 
tnade to believe that we pay it to George 
Charles. In ftiort, Sir, as Penfions are in- 
difcriminately given for all Purpofes, Upon 
all Occafions, and to all Perfons, both for 
Lives and for Years, I think it is a Duty in- 
cumbent upon this Houfe,'to addrefs his Ma* 
jefty on the Occafion, and to reprefent to him 
the real State of the Kingdom, which, thert 
is the greatefl Reafon to fear has not been 
fufficiently done ; for his Majefty's patefdal 
Regard for his t^eople is too Well known, for 
lis to fuppofe he would permit any Meafufe 
to take place, by which they were effentially 
injured, if he was fully apprifed of its Con*^ 
fequences- !> "thereforej move, '* That aft 
humble Addrefs be prefented to his Majefty^ 
to affure his Majefty of our inviolable Attach^ 
tnent to his Royal Pcrfon and Family ; that 
we have the firmeft Reliance on his Majefty's 
Wifdom^ Juftice, and tender Regard for his 
Bubjeils of this Kingdom; but that we 
(hould fail in our Duty to his Majefty, and 
defert the Truft repofed in us, by thofe we 
reprefent, fhould we longer defer laying be- 
fore his Majeftyj the real State of this King- 

dom> 
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dom, which we have fome Reafoa to fear 
may not yet have been fully prefentc4 to his 
Majefty's View. That w? prefume to do fo 
from a firm Perfuafion, that his Majefly will 
not believe that we are prompted to it by 
the Spirit of [Faftion, but impelled by the 
Neccflities of the Kingdom ; and that we 
have nothing in View but his Majefty's Ho- 
nour, and the Profperity of our Country, 
That during the late fuccefsful War we ex- 
erted our utmoft Efforts for the Support of 
his Majefty's Government, and to raife fuch 
Supplies as his Majefty thought neceffary for 
Jiis Service, though it was with the greateft 
DifBcuhy we could even provide for Pay- 
ment of the Intereft of the Sum we were 
obliged to borrow for that Purpofe. But at 
the fame Time we could not, without the 
utmoft Concern, obferve, though we lament- 
ed it in Silence, the great and continual In- 
creafe of Penfions, and that a confiderable 
Part pf thpfe Sums which were deftined for 
Public Ufes, was diverted to private Pur- 
J)ofes. That this is one great Caufe of the 
heavy Debt which opprefles this Kingdom, 
4nd which we can fcarce ever hope to 
fJifcharge, deprived as we are of thofe Re- 
fpurces from Trade, with which the other- 
Parts 
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Parts of his Majefty's Dominions are blefled. 
That any confiderable Addition to this Bup-. 
then muft depopulate this Kingdom, already 
much cxhaufted of its Inhabitants. That 
we prefume with all Humility to lay thefc 
our Circumftanccs before his Majefty, not 
doubting that they will excite in his Royal 
Bread thofe Sentiments which are fo natural 
to his Princely Difpofition."

So much has* lately been faid, Sir, about 
Penfions, and fuch dreadful Pictures have 
been drawn of the. ENtils, to which they ex- 
pofe us, that I fet myfelf ferioufly to enquire 
whether they are fo difproportionate to the 
ordinary Revenue, as they have been repre- 
fented ; and to eftimate the real Weight of 
what has been reprefented, as a Mill-ftone 
that will not only dafti us to Pieces, but 
grind us to Powder. Now, Sir, upon look- 
ing into the State of Penfions for fome Years 
back, I find that the Penfions on the Civil 
Lifl-, in the Year 17 17, amounted to 32,000/. 
the Fr^w^v& Penfions to about 12,000/. and 
the Military Penfions to about 8,000 /. mak- 
ing together, the annual Sum of 52,000/. 

The 
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The Penfions now granted, amount to 
75,000 /: a Year, a Sum which exceeds that 
granted in Penfions fix and forty Years ago, 
no more than 23,000 /. and I am confident 
that both the public and private Revenues 
of this Kingdom, have encreafed in a much 
greater Proportion. But, fuppofing thefe 
Revenues not to beadually improved at all, 
the Proportion of the Penfions to the Reve- 
nue will appear to be at lead the fame that 
it was then, if we only confider the Difference 
in the Value of Money, for I think 52,000/. 
a. Year, fix and forty Years ago, was equiva* 
lent to 75,000 /. a Year now. So that the 
Pannic which has been raifed about Penfions, 
has, like all other Pannics, been founded upon 
fomething in the dark, fomething that de- 
rives a Power from Obfcurity, which light 
would deftroy, and we (hall find that what 
is now reprefented as a Burthen that will 
cru(h us in a Moment, we have borne fix and 
fcMTty Years without Injury, and as it appears 
by the Speeches of thofe very Perfons who 
fuppofe the Load to be now enormoufly en* 
creafed, even without knowing it ^ for, furely, 
if they had known we had fuftained it fo 
long already, they would not have thought 
it impofiible for us to fuftain it flill. How* 
, • ever. 
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ever, admitting the Sum granted in Penfions 
to be a Grievance^ the Attention which bis 
Majefty has been pleafed to (hew, in taking 
it into Confideration and the Part which the 
Lord Lieutenant has a£bed in the Reprefenta*** 
tion of it, render the prefent Motion^ in my 
Opinion, wholly pnneceffary, as there ia not 
the Icail Reafon to doubt that his Ma^cfty 
will continue to thi^ Country the kind Dif^ 
poiition that he ha^ fhewn already> or that 
he will exclude us from that paternal Af&c« 
tioo, which he has extended to all his Sub<- 
je<Sts ever fince his Accefiion to the Throne.

Of the 52,000 /. then paid Annually 
in Penfions, 1 2,000 was jFr^;7(?A, and 8,000 
was Military ; the Money expended in French^ 
Penfions was certainly moft judicioufly be-, 
flowed, for it encouraged and fupported the- 
poor perfecuted Proteftants, who were driven 
from their native Country by the Edidt of 
NantZf and who, by taking Hefuge among 
us, greatly ftrengtbened the Proteftant Reli- 
gion in this Country, and, at the fame Time, 
improved it by the Introdu6tion of many ufe-^ 
ful Manufadlories. The Money laid out .in 
Military Penfions was alfo ufefuUy applied, 
as it was, in almoft every Inftance, the Rer 
ward of Merit, and enabled many of the No- 
bility of the Country to fupport the Dignity 
of their Stations, and preferve an Influence, 
which was employed greatly in favour of our 
Religion, and Government j whereas the Mo- 
ney now beftowed in Penfions is fo far from 
anfwering any of thefe good Purpofes, that it 
counterafts them ; it is paid to a fet of namc- 
lefs, obfcure, and diflTolutc Wretches, who 
contaminate the Society to vvhich they be- 
long, with Idlenefs, Luxury, and Corruption j 
feut, fetting the Application of the Money out

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of the Queftion, and allowing the Increafc 
of our Revenues, and the diflfcrcnt Value 
of Money, the grofs Sum was more pro- 
portioned to our Ability then than now ; to 
prove that the Proportion is equal, it muft 
be proved that our Expences, in all other 
Things, arc equal, which is by no Means thcJ 
Cafe ; fuppofing, that we take the Encrcaffe 
of our Revenues, and the different Value of 
Money to ballance the Penfion Account, and 
make 75,000 /. a Year equivalent only to 
32,000/. nothing remains to ballance other 
Articles of Expence, which are encreafed in 
nearly the fame Proportion. In the firfl: 
Place, we have oow Ij^ttreft to. pay for a 
National Debt, which waskiot then contradt^ 
ed 5 our Military Eftabli(hment is encreafed 
to an enormous Degree ; our Employments 
are greatly multiplied, with exceflive Salaries ; 
the Salaries of old Employments have re- 
ceived very extraordinary Augmentations, and 
our Abfentees are become much mcxt nu* 
merous ; if thefe additional and enonnoue 
Expences are fubtrac^ed from our Revenue, 
I^ believe it will be found that much lefs re^- 
mains to pay our 75,000 /, a Year Penfions, 
than we had in the Year 1717 to pay 
3 2,000 /. ; and, therefore, it is ftill true. 
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notwithftanding all the honourable Gentle- 
man has faid, that our Pcnfions arc morcb a 
Grievance now than they were then 5 and that 
though we fupported a Weight of 32,^00/. 
then, we aSay firik under that of 75,000/, noWi 
But, fuppofing our prefent Penfions to be a 
Grievance! I find fcime Gentlemen are of 0-» 
pinion, that it ftiould be fufFcred without Com* 
plaint. Jt has been ihfinuated that Compliaint 
would be imprudent and undutiful 5 and ob* 
fcure Hints have been thrown out* of fomft 
namelefs Evils that Complaint may draw up- 
on us. Now, Sir, if we were a Nation ojf

Gentlemen have faid, that the Man- 
ner in which it is propofed to make this 
Provifion is unprecedented; perhaps, the 
Terror infpired by its fuppofcd Novelty may 
ibate, when they are told that what is now 
propofed to be done here, is done always in 
England^ but with this effential Difference, 
that there the Extenfion of the Credit is cer-^ 
tain, and here it is contingent ; if it fhould 
be extended, though the Contingency does 
not happen, and fo the Money be mifappli- 
ed, contrary to the declared Intention of the 
very Claufe, which gives Power to extend it, 
this Houfe may certainly call the Miniflers 
of the Crown to an Account for it, and Gen- 
tlemen mufl know very little, indeed, of the 
Power of this Houfe who fuppofe the con- 
trary. Government can never be fuppofed to 
have the fame Power over a Sum that is ap-

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pfopriatedj as oRrcr a Sum that h not appro^ 
,prktedi and, thtrefoire, ,a ^Qaufc refpeftirig 
-an appropriated 6 itan.i? isot la iVdte of Gre4if^ 
bat ftands in^the Place o£ flew Taxes,' though 
It is on all Accounts more eligible, as flly 
'learned Friend on the Bench before 0ic,JiaSi 
already obferved, for, if new Taxes IbouJd 
-ptoduGc a Sweplus^ and it .is ' Ifcacce poffiU^ 
-ihey flioUld not, if they are laid oh fo as cer* 
tainly to prevent a -Deficiency, fudi Surplus 
•will be wholly at the Difpo&l ^6f the Grown^ 
fo that the Clailfe now pFCxpofed feems to be 
the only Expedient, to avoid the difadvantagd 
• both of a Surplus and I>eficiency. The Sur-i- 
plus would be a total Lofs to the Public^ and 
as to the Deficieiieyj I am. cxream)y furpri^- 
ed to hear the learned Member, who fpokei 
laft, make fo light of it ; be affeifts to treai 
the fliort Payment of PenSoias, and tthe IrHer- 
ruption of public WorJcs as Triffles ; but^ 
furely, it is 'not a TriiHe to cut off t^e Breads 
which the Faith of Government is pledged 
to fupply 5 it is not a Triffle to render thel 
Sums already expended on public Works ufe- 
Icfs, by fuffdring them to run to ruin before 
they are finilh^d, which mtfft be the Gafe^ 
if their ' Pfogrefs is interrupted. I am -alfo 
■fufprizcd that We (hould 'be reproached with 

laying 
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laying Temptatioos, in the Way of Govern- 
'ment, by a Work of pernicious Supereroga- 
*tion, becaufe 'Government has not applied 
for the Claiife under Confideration ; it is not 
poffible, in the Nature of Things, that the 
Government could apply, for the 'Govern- 
ment could not know that it would be necef- 
fary ; but we know that it will be neceflary, 
and^ therefore, we ought to infert it without 
Application. It was incumbent upon us to 
make good our own Engageriierits, nothing 
more is now propofcd, and it is aftonifhing 
that any Gentleman Ihould propofe lefs ^ for 
all thefe Reafons, I fhall vote for the Claufe 
as it (lands. 

Mr 7— /f~ fl— , the P. S. fpoke with 
eat Force and Eloquence, in favour of the 
aufe, and made a Calculation of the Pro- 
duce of the Revenue, at a Medium, for four- 
teen Years paft, by which it appeared to fall 
fomewhat fhort of the neceflary Supply ; he, 
computed it alfo for the laft two Years, and, 
upon this Computation, it came pretty near 
to an Equality; he, therefore, hoped, he 
faid, that the Deficiency provided againft 
would not happen, but no Rifk ought to be 
run.

of that Kind, as it was farmed upon a the 
rough Knowledge, and lively . Senfe, of the 
difadvantageous Situation of this Kingdom, 
with Refpeft to the Debts with which it is 
ncumbered, and the heavy Eftablifliments 
hat it bears ; as well as upon a Convidioh 
hat the Grant of Money, in this Manner, 
vas eventually laying a Tax upon the Sub-

Panting. He added, that, granting Money

I remember, that in the Ye^r 1759, it ^^ 
the unanimous Opinio^ of this Houfe, tha^t 
nothing could be of greater Utility to the Na- 
tion than public Graneries, as it appeared. that 
a Dearth, very near approaching to a Famine, 
conftantly happened in this Country in the 
Revolution of aboiit fix V fe ven Years, either 
from the Nature of the Climate, or from the 
imperfed State of Agriculture 5 and nothing 
prevented the Eftablifliment of public Grane- 
ries, as well for the Relief of the poor in thefe 
Years of natural Scarcity, as at Seafons when 
an artificial Scarcity was produced by an ini- 
quitous Monopoly of Grain 5 but a proper Plan 
for the Conftrudtion of the Buildings being 
wanting, and, above all, the Regulations under 
which the Grain was to be bought in and fold 
out, appearing to be of fo nice and compli- 
cated a Nature, Gentlemen were deterred 
from making the Attempt, as well by the La- 
bour and Difficulty of the Undertaking, as by 
Defpair of Succefs : It therefore feems ftrange 

now 
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now a libefal and public-fpirited Noble- 
man has, at his own private and very confide- 
rable Expence, built a Grancry, which iauni- 
verfally allowed tp be perfedly adapted to an- 
fwer the Purpofes intended, now he has ap- 
propriated the Ufe of it entirely to the I^ub- 
lic, and undertaken the Care and Manage- 
ment of it, at a very confiderable further Ex- 
pence of Time and Money, that we (hould 
not be willing to afHft hini with fo .trifling an 
Aid as the Loan of 3000/. for eight Years, 
upon Security then to repay it, in Order to 
determine the Succefs of the Experiment. I 
perfedlly agree with the worthy Member who 
fpoke lad, that Money fhould not be granted

The 
County of L— - Is, moft of it, under Agri- 
culture, (b that though well peopled, it fur* 
niibes Grain abundantly fuificient for its In* 
habitants, nor do I remember a iingle Year 
of Dearth in it, except one very remarkable 
Seafon fome Years ago, when there was a 
Scarcity almoft to a Degree of Famine, over 
the whole Kingdom : But, fuppofing this 
County liable to a periodical Dearth, I do 
not fee how this Granery could obviate any 
of the Evils it would produce : It is alledged, 

indeed, 
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indeed, that it would alleviate the Diftrefs of 
the Poor, but that cannot be the Cafe, bc-» 
caufe it is intended to be a Repofitory for 
Wheat, and it is a known Fa<S, that the mki-' 
ling and lower Claffes of People never make 
Ufe of that Grain for Bread, not being able to 
afford it, when it is in the greateft Plenty. 
This Granery, therefore, would, in Fad, be 
only aConveniency for the Rich ; but it would 
not be neceffary even to them, for they would 
be able to procure Wheat forthemfelves with-i 
out it. Befides, if an Indulgence of this Kind 
fliould be flieWn to that County, it might 
juftly be expcdted by the reft, and would be 
a Precedent for Claims which could neither 
be granted with Conveniency, nor refufed with 
Juftice. I have, indeed, been always averfe 
to the many Grants of large Sums that we 
have lately made for the Encouragcrnent of 
various Undertakings, which, 1 fear, will ne- 
ver produce any Advantage to the Nation;

Our Duty both ta 
him, and to ourfelves, reqaires that we (hould 
at leaft apprize him of what we have done, 
that we may not be left to perifli, merely be- 
caufe our Danger was not known, nor fufFcr 
by a Sacrifice of which the Value to us is 
infinite, but to him who receives it nothing ; 
for ultimately, his Glory and Profperity is 
ours, I therefore move, " That an humble 
Addrefs be prefcnted to his Majefty, to ac- 
knowledge, with the utmoft Gratitude, his 
Majefty's moft gracious Acceptance of our 
paft Services.

fand Six Hundred Pounds in two Years- to 
Forty Five Thoufand and Seventy Pounds, in- 
dependent of its extraordinary Charges, which 
arp very confiderable j though the whole Ar- 
tillery of this Kingdom is not equal to the Ord- 
nance of one of his Majefty's Ships of War of 
thirty Guns. That every other Branch of the 
Military and Civil Eflabliiliments are advanced 
nearly in the fame Proportion,. That from 
Principles of Duty and AfFcftion to his Mai* 
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jcf^y, we granted the Supplies which were 
demanded from us, in his Majefty's Name, for 
the Support of thef^ ieveral Eftabliihments ; 
however unfuitable to the Circumftances of 
the Kingdom, however infupportable to the 
People, But though the Warmth of our 
Zeal and AfFedion for his Majefty, induced 
us thus liberally to grant thofe Supplies, our 
Puty to him, and thofe we reprefent, will 
not permit us to conceal from his Majefty^ 
or the Public, the real State and Condition of 
this Kingdom, which we (hall lay before bis 
Majefty, with all Humility, and caft our- 
ielves at his Majefty's Feet, to implore his 
Royal Protection againft his Minifters* That 
the Expence of the prefent Military Eftablifh- 
ment amounts in two Years, to the Sum of 
Nine Hundred and Eighty Thoufand, Three 
Hundred and Fifty Five Pounds, Nineteen 
Shillings, The Civil Eftabli(hment to Two 
Hundred and Forty Two Thoufand, Niqe 
Hundred and Fifty Six Pounds, Ten Shillings^ 
and Nine Pence, to which muft be added, 
at the moft moderate Computation, Three 
Hundred Thoufand Pounds, for the extraor** 
dinary and cpntingent Expences of Govern*- 
ment ; Tha,t thefe Sums added together, a«- 
mount to the Sum of One Million, Five Hun- 

P p 4 dred 
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drcd and Twenty Three Thoufand, Three 
Hundred and Twelve Pounds, J^ine Shillings^ 
and Nine Pence. That to anfwer this Ex- 
pence, the whole Revenue of the Kingdom, 
the Additional, as well as Hereditary Duties, 
cxclufive of the Loan Duties, which are 
but barely fufficient to pay the Intereft of 
Six Hundred and Fifty Thoufand Pounds, the 
prefent National Debt, amount to the Sum of 
One Million, Two Hundred and Nine Thou- 
fand, and Sixty Four Pounds, at a Medium, 
for fourteen Years ; (o that the Expence of 
the Nation for thefe two Years, muft exceed 
its whole Revenue in a Sum of Three Hun- 
dred and Fourteen thoufand. Two Hundred 
and Forty Eight Pounds, Nine Shillings and 
Nine Pence, which Deficiency beingadded to 
the National Debt, muft leave this King- 
dom, at the next Meeting of Parliament, near 
One Million in Debt. That the higheft E- 
ftablifhments we ever had in Time of Peace 
ip this Kingdom, were thofe in the two Years 
ending in March 1755, and yet the prefent 
Eftablifliments exceed them in the Sum of 
Two Hundred and Eighty Three Thoufand 
and Twenty Eight Pounds, Nine Shillings, 
and Nine Pence. That during the late ex- 
penfive War, the Eftablifliments amounted, at

flt. Medium, only to the Sum of One Million, 
One Hundred and Twenty Five Thoufand, 
Seven Hundred and Ninety Pounds, for 
two Years ; fo that the prefent Eftabliih- 
ments, in the Time of Peace, exceed the Ef- 
tablifhments, in the laft War, in the Sum of 
Ninety Seven Thoufand, Five Hundred and 
Twenty Two Pounds, Nine Shillings, and 
Nine Pence. That we have already contraft- 
cd a new Debt of One Hundred Thoufand 
Pounds, though we expefted to have difcharg- 
cd Part of the Old. That the Imports, Ex- 
ports, and Home Confumption of this Kingdom 
are already taxed, to the ucmoft they can bear. 
That any Addition to thefe Taxes, inftead of 
jncreafing, muft leflen the Revenue. That No- 
tthing now remains to be taxed but our Lands, 
which are already loaded with Quit-Rents, 
Crown-Rents, Compofition Rents, and Hearth 
Money. That if the prefent Eftabliftinieiits 
are to be continued, the Debt of the Nation 
muft conftantly increafe, and in the End 
prove the utter Ruin of the Kingdom. That 
fuch is the true, but melancholy State of this 
Country, which nothing but his Majefty's 
moft gracious Declarations, fignified to us by 
hb Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, could 
jiave given us Confidence to have laid before 

him 
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him, and which we do, that his M ajefty may^ 
judge how far his mod benevolent Intentioos. 
have been purfued* That we prefume not tq 
point out any particular Method of Redreis ] 
fully perfuaded as we arc, that when his Ma- 
jefty fhall have been thus liully informed o^ 
our real Circuaiftanccs, his Wifdom, his 
Juftice, his Humanity, will not permit the • 
utter Ruin of a Dutiful, a Loyal, an Affec- 
tionate People."

1 moft fincerely congratulate my honoura-r

Engagements, with Honour to ourfelvcs, and 
Advantage to our Countiy, I will not deny 
that our Eftablifhments amount to a largcf 
Sum than they did[ forty Years ago, but I de* 
t ny that this Sum is greater, in Proportion to 
our prefent improved State, and the decreafed 
Value of Money ; and, if fo, as we have ne^V 
Regiments, and a greater Number of Officecsi 
we procure thefe Advantages at an eafier 
Rate than wc could procure them then, for 
the Expence, relatively confidered, being e- 
qual, what is procured with it now more than 
what was procured with it then, is clear 
Gain. It has, indeed, been infinuated, that 
the Additions which have been made to our 
Eftablifhments are unneceflary ; but nothing 
has been advanced to prove it : It has been 
prefumed, that they are unneceflary, merely 
from their being new, and it has been hailily 
taken for granted, that the utmoft for which 
wc were formerly able to provide, was the ut* 
moft that was neceflary 5 whereas the Truth 
is, that what is now done was always necef- 
fary, but that when we were able to do it but 
in Part, we were not required to do the 
whole ; and it would be a very bad Requital 
for the kind Attention of Government, to re- 
Aife to provide for what is neceflary, now we 

are 
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arc able, bccaufe we were not required to do 
it when we were oot able. Jf we look into 
our old CbronicltiSj we Amll find thtt there 
was a Time when a whole Sheep coft no 
more than we aow pay for ^ Leg of Mutton, 
but it does not, therefore, follow, that Meat is 
Qow dearer than it was then : If a Sheep was 
bought for a twentieth Part of ite prcfent Coft, 
^e muft remember that it wae alfo fold for a 
twentieth Part of what it cjow fetches, and 
that the Fara>er made that twentieth Part go 
^ &r as our modeni Farmers dp the whole | 
as the Seller, therefore, was not worfe off, 
fieither was the Buyer better ; and he that 
Was then taxed one Shilling for dae Service of 
the State, paid as much as he that is now 
taxed twenty : It is, indeed, true, that this 
Difference in the Value of Money, does not 
m^ke pecuniary Ability either greater Qr Icfs, 
t)ut, befides, that the Valpe of Money is 
ilecreafed, our Commerce and Trade are 
encreafed, as well as the real Value of our 
Eftates : That our Commerce is encreafed 
needs no other Proof than the Decreafe of 
the Value of Money, for nothing can decreafe 
the Value of Money, but an Increafe in its 
Quantity ; and for the increafed Value of our 
Eftates, I appeal to every Land-Holder that 

bean 
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hears me. The. Value of Eftates, Sir, is 
known to have been doubled within the laft 
thirty Years, which is much 'more than in 
Proportion to the Difference of the Value of 
Money. We have, indeed, prefumed upon 
our Profperity in one Part of our Proceed- 
ings, as mudi as we have pleaded Poverty in 
another j we' have granted enormous Sums 
for private Purpofes, though we pretend wc 
!have nothing to give for the Support of Go* 
vetnment : Let this Inconliftencc be added to 
all the other Inconfiftencies which rcfult from 
the Addrefs now propofed. Let me now ob- 
ferve, that I have hitherto taken the Calcula* 
tions that have been made of our prefent Ex- 
pences, for granted, and that my Arguments 
sgainft the Addrefs do not at all depend upon 
their being erroneous. Yet I cannot help ta* 
king Notice that the AfTertion with Refpedl 
to our Ordnance'is wholly unfupported by Ew 
Vidence, and is, in itfelf, improbable in the 
'higheil Degree. I muft not, however, tref- 
pafs farther upon the Time of this Houfe, by 
treating ferioufly i Subjefl: which I cannot 
perfuadc myfelf the honourable Gentleman 
liimfelf, who propofed it, intended fhould b^ 
fcriouQy treated ; and fhall, therefore, beg 
Jifdve to move for the previous Queftion.

• is contrary to our .Opinion. Are we to con- 
cur in this Addrefs implicitly, at tRe good 

'Pleafure of thofe who confider us at their 
beck ? I do not mean our chief Governor, 
far be it jfrom me to impute fo diflionourable 

• a Condud to him. I mean a tottering Mi- 
niftry, who, perhaps, imagine they may ftand 
a Day longer, if they can bring this Coyuntry 

* to proftitute its Honour, by profefling to ap- 
prove a favourite MeafurCj^ which they are 
• confcious it condemns. It is> indeed, not 

improbable, that the late Convulfion Which 
• this Miniftry fufFeredj^ and tj^^h^nge that 
has happened in it,, may*be the Caiife of 
\ • Qur bfcing now urged to do what we did not 

do,* 
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* do, upon the Speech from the Throne ; but 
I hope this Legiflative Body will have more 

-Regard to its own Dignity, than voluntarily 
to fink into the infignificant State of an En- 

-glijlj Boroughj whofe Chieftain can, by hold- 
ing wp his Finger, make them echo his own 

' Voice, and prefent wh^ltever Addrefs he fhall 
think fit to didate. As- the noble Lord, 
who introduced this^ Addrefs, did not ac- 
quaint us with the Purport of it till' to Day, 
as we have never had any Papers rctative to 

:it laid before us, and as the Approbation of 
this Houfe, with Refpedi to a great National 
Meafufe, fliould not be given haftily, but with' 

• Deliberation, and in a Manner that fuits with 
.the Dignity of the Houfe, and will give 
' Weight to the Approbation itfelf, I humbly 

move, That the Confideration of the 
Motion for this Addrefs, may be deferred 
till the firft Monday after the Reccfs. To 
that Part of it, which relates to the Lord 
Lieutenant, I can have no Objedlion ; nei- 
ther have I any Objection to the Part which 
relates to the Libels, , except that it is a mere 
Introdndion to what is faid about the Peace, 
and is, in itfelf, unneceffary, with Refpcft 
: to this Country : Upon a proper Occafion

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Objcdions againft the Addrefs now propofcd, 
and, tbough I think a mere Recapitulation

*^ infult his Majefty's facred Perfonand Autho- 
** rity, and violate every Rule of Decency, 
^* Order and Government,'' is as mani&ft as 
that we are Part of his Majcfty's Dominions 5 
for whofe Sake ought his Perfon and Autho- 
rity to be keptfacred, and his Government 
inviolate, if not for ours, who are under the 
Protection of that Authority, and the Guid* 
ance of that Governnient ? Have we no Con* 
^ccrti in the general Security and Profperity of

' *^Paflcngen'* I confefs. Sir, I never coniidered 
this Perfon as a Pattern, either for his Bene** 
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volence or his Wifdocn, much lefs did I itna^ 
gkie he would have been diought worthy of 
Imitation in <lhi8 Hoofe : Yet thofe moft ex^ 
aftly adopt hi6 Prmciples, and imitate hi& 
Condudt, wiio advife us to ^e no Notice of 
the Enormities that have been committed^ by 
a feditions and traiterous Fa(ftion, againft the 
OovernmefHt under which we cnjc^ the Be^* 
iieifits df Ci?il S»ciety» 4>ecaafe they happen 
to be committed in afnother JRart of his Mai» 
^e%'s Domimotis^ Wh«t figiasfks whepe a 
Hoafe begina to born to him that has any 
Thing valuable under its idoof ? whether tho 
Mifchief took rife in his own Apartment, or 
at!iother, it is equally his Intereil to oppofe it« 
Tb purfue the Allegory % would it not be ri« 
diipulous to fuppofe that a Man would Teluf^ 
to move his Goods, when he heard the Fire 
fiiiapping in the tfes* Room, becditfe he had 
ncft Notice, in Writing, that the Houle wss 
idn Piire ? and is it ^ot equally ridiculous in U9 
to Fefufe to take proper Notice of ^ Fadt fo

lone, would render it both certain and noto- 
iiousy fuppofing the Libels themfelvcs never 
to have had a fingle Reader on this Side of the 
Water. The Mention of thefe Libels, there- 
fore, in the Addrefs, is proper in itfelf, and is 
not unneceiTarily introduced for the Sake of 
ivhat follows, which mufl: next be confider- 
^d. " The Peace, we are told, is the worft 
that ever was made :" Now, though I might 
immediately proceed to (hew how the Peacf 
was made, and fairly infer that it was a good 
one, by proving that it was thought to be fo, 
by a very great Majority of that numerous 
and augud Affembly, who could beft judge 
of its Merits, yet I will confider the general 
AfTertion feparately, and, I think. Sir, the 
Peace will appear to be a good Peace, as well 
by what we relinquifhed, as by what.weicept. 
We relinqui{hed only what we could not keep, 
without deftroying that general Ballance of 
Power, which it is the IntercA of all the Powd- 
ers of Europe to maintain, and what, if we 
had kept, would have united all the Powers 
of Europe againd: us ; a Union, which would 
foon have involved us again in all the Diftref- 
fes of War, without a Poffibility of Advantage j 
for the Strength of our Opponentb, exerted in 
a common Caufe, mufl, at Lertgth, have 
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compelled us to admit the Terms of a Con* 
queror, inftead of impofing our own. To 
ihew what we have kept will take up longer 
Time. We went to War, Sir, for a few A- 
crc5 in North-America 5 we fit down in Peace^ 
poffefled of the whole Country ; an Acquifi- 
tion of Territory that fecures^ to the Britijb 
Dominions Advantages which no other Ter- 
ritory could fecure : It does not, indeed, pour 
immenfe Wealth into the Kingdom, by the 
Importation of fuch Commodities as contain 
great Treafure in a fmall Compafs, and, con* 
fequcntly, can be brought by a few VciTcls ; 
for this would have made us eventually poor^ 
Under a fallacious Appearance of making us 
rich J and, as Riches are Strength only when 
they are real, we fliould, by the Want of real 
Riches, have been left weak. The Increafc 
of Money, in any Nation, docs not make that 
Nation rich, whatever has been fuppofed to 
the contrary. Money, where it increafes in 
Quantity, muft proportionably leffen in Va- 
lue ; the nominal Price of Labour, and of all 
the Neceflaries of Life, muft rife j fo that the 
People among whom this Increafc of Money 
circulates, will, in a fhort Time, find the Pro- 
portion between their Income and their Ex- 
pence exaftly the fame thgt it was when the- 

S f Quan^ 
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Quantity of circnlating Money was lefe ; and, 
eonfequeirtly, the relative Terms, Poor and 
Rich, will expreft exaxftly the fame Eiegree of 
the feme Relation ; but, with ,Refpe£t- to o- 
ther Gountries, this Increafe of Wealth wowld 
have a pernicious EfFedl ; as Labour would be 
cheaper there than at Home, we ftiould not 
only find that our Rivals in Trade could under* 
fell us in manufadlured Commodities, at a io^ 
re^ri Market, but we fliould be able to buy, 
for a HomeConfumption, Commodities ready 
manu(fat9rured, at a cheaper Rate than we 
could buy the fame Commodities manufaflru- 
red at Home. By this Means our Manufac- 
tures would languish, thofe whom they fed 
would be left either to peri{h for Want, or to 
be fupported by the Bounty of others j and, 
inftead of the vaft Multitude of Ships^ which 
are necefiary in an extenfive Trade, exchang- 
ing a vaft Variety of Commodities, we {houid, 
like tho Spaniards y have only a few Galloons, 
diftinguifhed by another Name, which would 
bring us the Treafure that would at once 
weaken and impoverifh us, not in Gold in- 
deed, but in Sugar, and other coftly Produds 
of the Weft^Indian Iflands : Whereas, by the 
Acquifition of North-America^ we have Em- 
ployment for more Hands at Home, and fdr 

more 
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more Shipping abroad^ than we could have 
procured by any other Acqnifition; Oilr 
Money circulates univerfally through the 
Channel of Iriduftryj it bcarfe a reafonable 
Proportion to the NeceflSiries of Life, and to 
the PoiTeffionfi oi our Neighbours, fo that our 
Manufa<fture$ are vendable at a Market Price 
abroad^ and our Manufacturers fupported in 
Plenty at Home ; at the faitie Time that a 
fufficient Proportion of our Natives are em- 
ployed in oUr FlectSj whicli, at any Time^ 
will be able to defend the Advantages they 
procure to their Country, With Refpeft t6 
Americn^ thereforei the Peace is certainly ad* 
Vantagepus ; but we have given Stability to 
dur Settlements in ^a^ and made an Eftab^ 
lifliment in Africa:^ ixova which the greateft 
Advantages may be expefted, as the Trade of 
tour American Iflands depends upon the Slaves 
furnifhed from that Coaft ; and the Ceffion 
bi Minorca is an Acquifition of great Impor-* 
tance in FmropCy as Our Trade f o the Levant 
mufti in fome De^reej depend upon it* 
With Refpedt to all thefc Particulars, the 
Peape is^ certainlyj advantageous in the high^ 
etl Degree^ and it isj furely, honourable to 
have compelled all the Belligerant States ta 
have granted us fttch Advantages % and it is 
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not Icfs to our Honour that the formidable 
Compadt of the Houfc of Bourbon^ which 
.was fo alarming, at the Beginning of the laft 
Century, as to bring on a general War, is be- 
come fo contemptible, in its firft mutual Ef- 
fort, at a Time when one of the compacted 
Nations was in its full Force and Vigour, that 
it was compelled to make Ceffions almoft as 
foon as it made War. Having thus. Sir, 
confidered the Merits of the Peace, and given 
my Reafons why I think it is both advantage- 
ous and honourable, I might be excufed from 
,confidering the Manner in which it was made, 
in Anfwer to afubfequent Objeftion, bccaufe, 
^f the Peace is good, it is of very little Impor- 
tance now to enquire how the Good was pro- 
cured J yet that no Subterfuge may be left, 
that good may not be fuppofed to have re- 
fulted from a Conduft that, with RefpeiSt to 
. its Principles and Defign, was bad, I (hall pro- 
ceed to (hew that the Peace was neither pre- 
cipitate nor clandeftine. That it was not pre- 
cipitate, muft certainly be acknowledged by 
all who remember that Peace had been be- 
fore propofed, and a Treaty entered into, by 
that Minifter whofe removal the honourable 
Gentleman fo pathetically regrets, and that it 
would have been concluded if France would 

then 
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then have confented to an Article to which^ 
in the fubfcqucnt Treaty, (he did confent. 
But it will more fully appear, Sir, not tahavc 
been precipitate, by the Reafons I fliall bring 
to prove that it was not clandcftine 5 my Rea- 
fons, indeed, are Fads $ and from Fadls it 
will inconteftibly appear, that no Negociaticin 
was ever more publickly known, or more de- 
liberately carried on. In the firft Place, the 
great Out-Lfioea of the Treaty were drawn, 
and communicated, before the Negociation 
was commenced. In the next Place, Sir, a . 
Perfonage of the greateft Diftin<l%ion, as well 
for his Rank, as his Abilitiej and Property, 
was employed to fet the Negociation on Foot, 
a Perfonage whom no Man can ferioufly fup- 
pofe capable of adting an under Part in a 
Scheme to betray and difgrace his Country for . 
the Sake of keeping any Individual in a par* 
ticular Situation^, In the next Place, the Pre- • 
liminaries being prepared, were long known, 
and minutely canvaffed before the Definitive 
Treaty was drawn up, and approved by a very 
great Majority of the Britijh Senate j and, 
laftly. Sir, the Definitive Treaty iecured ma- 
ny Advantages which were not mentioned in 
the Preliminaries ; and fuch being the Fads, 
Sir, can any Man have the Confidence to af- 

Sf3 fert. 
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fert, that the Peaoe Was precipitate and clan-f 
deftine ? And if the Peace in Queftion was 
a good Peace, ^irly itnd deliberately made, 
with the Concurrence of P^hanient; who ha^ 
any Right to fuppofe that it was made with 
iniquitous and felfifh Views ? The Tree, Sir, 
is known by its Fruit \ and, as I hope { have 
proved the Fruit to be good, I might here reft 
the Defence of the Tree ; but I muft beg to 
be indulged a Word or two piore : The fep-r : 
poitd. Author of the Peace, Sir, has beeq 
charged with boundiefs Vanity and Ambiti- 
on, and with having put an End to the War 
to prevent his being driven from Power, by 
the public Clamour, which he juflly dreaded, 
upon its not being carried on with Succefs i 
but, Sir, there was no Meafure fo, likely tq 
excite a public Clamour againft him as the 
making a Peace. If the War had been conr 
tinned, and had not been fuccefsful, we al|[ 
know that th^ want of Succpft in War does 
not imply the want of Parts in the Comman- 
der, much kfs in the Minifter : The want pf 
Succefe in War he might cafily have imputed 
j& the Fault of others^ or to tho(e unforefeen 
J)ut inevitable Events^ which (o frequently dif^ 
appoint the mod penetrating Sagacity, and 
inyiQcible Courage j but^ io^ the Peace, he 

knew 
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, JkncWr he would be made anfwerable aloncs 
and he kqew alfo^- that the almoft: miraculous 
. jS.ttcceflcs. jQf the War, fa^d raifed romantic Exr 
pe(3:ations, which k \yAS inpipradicable to fuk 
fill^ and^ XhereforCj that 4;he Peaoe, however 
advaf^ta^ous upoa rational Principles, would 
be Q^ndemned as inadequate to thefe Expec** 
tationfi : It wa«, however, neceflary for this 
Nation rtQ have Peace, and expedient to make 
Peace, before a Revcrfe of Fortune ihould 
leave fewer Advantages, in our Power : The 
I>i]rgrax:e, therefore, which no other feemed 
willing to incur, by rendering this neceflary 
and important, though unpopular Service, to 
his Cpontry, he voluntarily drew upon him- 
felf, an4 facrificed to the PJeafure of doin^ 
jgood, that, for which only the Pleaihrc pf 
doing good can compenfate. The hopoura- 
ble Gei^ieman has waved an Enquiry into 
the:Succefs of this. Minifter^s Projexft, with 
Kcfpeca to himfelf ; but, I think, in Juftice to 
his nwcb injured Charafter, it. (hould be 
known : when he had effedcd the great Wopjk 
in which he engaged with that ,quiet Forti- 
tude, and that patient Perfeveraqce which anc 
the Charadtoriftics.oJF a good Confcij?nce and 
a great: Mi^s when thp Storm that had been 
raifcdja^inft hijai wa$i in a great J^afure, 

S f 4 fpent 
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fpent by its own Violence ; when no new Ex-* 
igcncy of State could have been made an Oc- 
caiion of exciting new Clamour, he quitted the 
Poft that h^d been fo much envied, and parted 
with the Power which the public Caufc no 
longer 'made it neceflary for him to exert. I 
would not, however, be thought the Pane- 
gyrift of this, or any other Minifter, and I 
dcfire it may be remembered, that I have no 
farther given Praife, than as it became necef- 
fary to remove Obloquy. , Having now, I 
think,* confidered all the Obje<ftions to the 
Peace, I fhall no longer trefpafs upon the 
Patience of the Houfe, than to obviate that 
which relates merely to the Addrefs ; we 
have been told, that, fuppofing it to be proper 
ill itfdf, ^ it is not prop€;r now, the Seafon in 
which alone it could have been made with 
Propriety, being paft ; now. Sir, I readily 
agree; that there was a Time when it might 
have been made with greater Propriety than 
it can be made now, but I cannot fee any 
Rcafon to conclude from thence, that it ought 
not to be made at all : if we have done 
Wrong, the beft Atonement is to do Right, 4 
and why a grateful People fhould be reftrairi- 
ed from expreffing a proper Senfe of the Bei 
nefits they have rccei^d from the beft of 

• ' Princes 
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Princes, at this Time, bcc^ufe they did not im- 
prove an Opportunity that offered for do- 
ing it before, I confefs, is wholly beyond my 
Comprehenfion. As to the Conclufion of the 
Addrefs, in which mention is <nade of our 
worthy Lord Lieutenant, it gives me the 
greateft Plcafure to find that we are unani- 
mous in our Approbation of it, and have a 
juft S^nfe of his great Merit, and moft amic- 
able Qualities. 

Sir ^— M— defired, that the Addreffes 
of the Commons on the Peace of Ryfwick'^ 
Utrecht^ and Aix la Chapelky might be read, 
to fhew that the Words Honourable, and 
Advantageous, were always inferted, and theii 
fpoke in Defence of the Ability, and Integrity 
of the late prime Minifler, and concluded by 
faying, that the Nation was happy, not only 
in the Peace, but the Peace-maker, and that 
the only Draw-back upon that Happinefs 
was^ its not thinking fo. 

Mr E — S — P — then moved, that tht 
Queftion might be put, that the Confidera- 
tion of that Matter might be adjourned till 
the firft Mmday after the Chrijimas Recefs ■; 
and faid^ that as a Change of Affairs on the 

other 
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oAer Side of the Water, ha4 made them 
think of w Addrefs aow, which they did 
Bot think of ^ the Beginning p£ the Seffioos^ 
it might happen, that before the Time of 
refuciuRg the Sulp|je£t, another Change might 
induce them not to think of it at all. , 

., The Qjjeftion being then put, for the Ad- 
^oummeat, it pailed in the Negative. 

Mr P--^ then moved, that the Words 
^^ We are truly thankfnl to his Majefty for 
*' the Honourable and Advantagepus P^ace^ 
*' which hrs Majefty, through his great Wif- 
" dom, and paternal Concern for his.Subr 
" jeds, hath happily concluded for. the Bene- 
'^ fit of his Kingdoms/' be expunged from 
the Addrefs,

Not to enter into the Difpute concerning 
the Merits t)f the Peace,, or the Peaces mfiker, 
I think the Addreis proposed is improper at 
this Time, whatever it. might have been, be- 
fore ; and I think fo beqaufe 4t cannot do 
ROWa what it would have done before 1 to 

do 
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(io Right k certainly the beft Wiay of atorvr 
ing for having done Wrong; but, in thi$ 
Cafe, pefenting an Addrefs is not doing' 
Right 5 with Refpeft to us^ it would be in* 
loonfiftent and abfurd ; and it would not even 
be a Complement to Government ; it could 
not be fuppofed to cxprefs our Sentiments, 
Jbccaqfe if we had thought of the Peace, as 
we are made to fay we do in this Addrefs, we 
pertainly (hould have mentioned it in our Ad- 
drefs, on the Speech from the Throne, when 
we could not but fee that fomething of this' 
Kind was expected; and, if it cannot be 
^ fuppofed to exprefs our Sentiments, it can 
^nfwer no Purpofe, but to fliew that we arc 
Puppets, aiftuated from without, which can 
never do us Credit, nor the Peace Honour ; in 
^rt, allowing the Peace to liave been the be(i 
ihat ever was made, we fhall in Fadt only ihew 
that fon>ething (hould have been done which 
was not done ; I have heard of fome Military 
Officers, in a pertain Country, who inlifted 
jhe Parifti Clerk, and, on the Review-Day, all 
the Company fired at the fame Time, with 
great Order and Dexterity, except the Cleri- 
ical Recruit, who fired by himfelf a confider- 
able Time after the Reft ; if he had not fired 
^ all, no body would have remarked bis 

. Neg- 
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Ncgledt, but firing fi»gly,and out of Time, he 
betrayed himfelf, and the Officer, being great- 
ly ofSsnded, rode up to him, and (biking him 
on the Shoulder^ with a Rattan, Sirrah! 
fays he, What do you mean by your Amen 
Shot ? I (hould be forry. Sir, to -have thb 
Story applied to us ; and yet we fhall give 
fp fair an OccajQon by the Addrefs now pro- 
pofed, that I think every Gentleman who 
has the Honour of the Houfe at Heart, (lK>uld 
be againft it. The Parts of the Addrefs, too, ; 
are fo oddly jumbled together, in one Para- 
graph a Traiterous Libel, and in the next an. 
honourable Peace, that they put me in mind 
of another Story : "A Lady, who had not: 
the faireft Skin in the World,, employed a. 
Limner to paint her Picture, but (he defired 
that a little Negroe Girl, who waited upon 
her, (hould be painted with her ; doubtlefs,' 
that the Colour of the Negroe Y Skin might 
fet off her own/'. I confefs, I (hould be forry 
to hear the fame Artifice imputed to this 
Houfe, and yet, I know not how we (hall* 
avoid it, if this Addrefs is prefented. I know 
not how it is, but in whatever Light I view 
this Addrefs, it puts me in mind of a Story : 
If I confider it as intended to reconcile Fac- 
tions in England, and give a Check to popu-, 

lar 
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lar Clamour, the ignorant Vanity of this De- 
fign appears to me as ridiculous as that of a 
filly Juftice in the great Rebellion, who, hear- 
ing that Cromwell was in the Neighbojirhood, 
with Thirty Thoufand Men, and that the 
Royal Army was not far off, concluded that 
there might be bloody Nofes, and, therefore, 
fent out the Parifti Conftables to keep the 
Peace. In a Word, Sir, I am of Opinion, 
that we fhould not appear to think more of 
ourfelves, than our Neighbours think of us ; 

. if we intermeddle officioufly with Refpeft to 
this Peace, we may, for ought I know, be 
made to intermeddle more than we are wil- 
ling in the next War. Let us leave the Con- 
fideration of thefe Matters to our Betters, 
who have not afked us to confider them, 
nor enabled us fo to do 5 let us keep our little 
Skiff out of a Storm if wc can, and fhew our 
Dexterity by fleering clear of the Rocks. I 
am forry to fay, that fome Gentlemen feem 
to enquire where the Rocks lie, in order to 
fleer upon them 5 we have heard a Requefl, 
that the Addreflcs on the Treaties of jRj^/V>J, 
Utrecht y and Aix la Cbapelle^ may be read, in 
order that our prefent Addrefs may be like 
them. I am forry to find that any Thing re* 

^ lative to thofe Treaties fhould be propofed 

for 
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for our Imitation i and cannot but think very 
ill of any Addrefs, that is to keep fuch bad 
Company. 

Mr J-^ ii— il^, the P^. S. fpokc to the 
two Objedions againft the Addrefs, with Re- 
fped: to there having been no Materials relatf 
ing either to the Libels, or the Peace laid 
before the Houfe^ and to its being now pro- 
pofed out of Time ; he obferved^ that thci 
Libels had not only been read^ but printed iri 
that Country, a CIrcumftance that would have 
rendered any formal Notice of them ridicu- 
lous, and that to be filent, would imply an 
Approbation of them 5 that, as to the Peace^ 
it did not appear that any formal Notifica- 
tion had ever been given,- though the Houfc 
had Gonftantly'addrefled, on formerOccafions 1 
and that it would be unreafonable to expedt 
now^ what had nevef been done before, and 
abfurd to refrain from doing what bad always 
been done before^ As to the Impropriety of 
addreflSng after a Delay j he faid, that thci 
Houfe was better qualified to addrefs now^ 
than at the Beginning of the Seffions^ as the 
Purport and EfFe£ls of the Treaty were bet- 
ter known ; the Affairs of the Eaji Indies, he 
faid, appeared to be fettled fo much to out 

Ad^ 
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Advantage, that it was doubtful whether 
another Ship would ever be fent thither by 
the French ; and the Affairs relative to the 
German States, feemed to have acquired fuch 
a Stability from the late Treaty, as was greatly 
to its Honour 5 he proceeded to urge feveral 
Arguments in favour of the Peace in general ; 
he faid^ it had been approved by a great Ma- 
jority of the Britijh Parliament, and that 
though our Succefs in the War was unparal- 
lelled under the Direction of a great Minifter, 
who diffufed his own Spirit through our 
Fleets and Armies, to the remoteft Corner of 
the World, yet we could not, confiftently 
cither with good Policy or the Law of Na- 
tions, retain a greater Proportion of our Con- 
quefts than we did ; . nor, fays he, did that 
Minifter himfelf propofe to retain more in 
the Treaty that he propofed to France^ and 
in which France would not then concur. 
He added,' that nothing would fo efFe<5luaIly 
enable us to avail ourfelves of the Advanta- 
ges fecured by the Peace, as Unanimity 
among ourfelves, and a good Underftanding 
with Great Britain ; for which Reafon he 
hoped the Houfe would not divide againft the 

Addrefs.

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The R— t H-ble ^T— il- F— having 
touched upon the Topics that had before 
been difcufled, proceeded to fhew the fatal 
EiFedts of a feditious and turbulent Difpod- 
tion, among the People, by many Inftances, 
which he brought from Ancient Hiftory, 
and urged with great Force and Propriety* 
He cited many curious Paffages, with great 
Learning, to fhew that the Grecian and Ro-- 
man Governments were f ubverted by popular 
Factions, raifed and fupported by wicked 
and defigning Men, who made the People 
Tools to efFe<3: their own Ruin, under the 
fpecious Pretence. of oppofing Tyranny. He 
added, that fince the Names of Mr P — tt^ 

Mr L — gge^ and the Duke of D re^ had 

been mentioned in the beginning of the De- 
bate, he was free to obferve, that they werq 
all Men of too much Honour, Integrity, and 
Ability, to have fufFered any capital Error 
in the Treaty, without fuch Remonftrances 
as would have been echoed through the 
whole jBnV/yZ>Dominions 5 their quiet Acqui- 
efcence, fays he, in the Peace, muft^ in the 
Opinion of their Friends,, at leaft, be allowed 
as a Proof, that it is good ; if it had appeared 
otherwife to Mr P— -«, would not the Thun- 
der 



(dcr of his Eloquence have (haken the Statd 
to its Center ? Should we not have felt it irt 

this Kingdom, and eVeh in this Houfe ? He 

Concluded that the Houfe could incur no Dif- 

grace by fconcurring in a Meafiire^ in which 

Mr P — Uy and his noble Aflbciates had con-* 

turred, and that the Addfefs was upon every 

Account proper, and even neecflary^ 

Mr tl— F— faid, that he Was much fut- 
J^rized to hear the general Senfe of a Nation 
ftigmatized with the Name of a fadious and 
turbulent Pifpofition j it was from the Voice 
bf the. People, hd faid^ that he, and every 
Gentleman in that Houfe derived their Legi-^ 
flative Capacity, and that their Conftituents 
had an undoubted Right to their Attention i 
that the firft EfFedS of bad Meafurcs always 
fbll upon the People, and therefore the Peo- 
ple were natOrally the firft to complain, and 
that thopgh he w^s the grerateft Enemy to 
to Licerttioiifhefs aild Riot, yet to popular 
Complaints, however fpirited, he Was a 
Friend. Art Attention to thefe Complaints, 
he faid, ahd a Redrefs of the Grievances that 
J)roduced them, was the only way of pre- 
venting Licentioufftefs and Riot, which was 
<:oiififtent with a free State ; for to enforce 

T t lb»4 
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l)ad Meafures, by an Exertion of the very Pp* 
Yirer that was intryfted with Government foy 
fpndcring good Meafures efficacious, was th* 
wprft of Tyranny, for that nothing could mori; 
radically llrike at the natural Rights of Man- 
kind, ih»n firft to opprefs them, then by refuf* 
Ing to redrcfs their Grievances, compel th^n^ 
to attempt rpdreffing themfelves, jnd finally^ 
making that Attempt a Pretence of fubjecling 
them to new Evils, finder (he fpecious Pro- 
Jfeflion of punifliing a feditious and turbulent 
Spirit. In anfwer to what had been faid, in 
order to prove that the Ruin of States hgd 
beeft generally eff^ftf d by the Leaders of 
popular Fadion., he faid, that there w^s fcarce 
on? Inftance upon Record, of a Perfon's hav- 
ing derived Popvilarity from any other Source 
than fomc Advantages which he had pro- 
cured to hia Country \ and that no Man ever 
preferved his Popularity, after facrificing the 
public Int^reft to hia own. It was true, he 
i^id| t^t the Grecian and Roman State had 
fallen a Sacrifice to the People, but then fhc 
People ^xnied rather a kwleO Anarchy, thao 
a licenciou; Democracy. As to the Subject 
in Debate, he faid, the popular Opinion wast 
certainly againft the Peace; and it was e- 
qually certain^ that the popular Opinion wa» 

the. 
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the Opinion of the Houfe two Months ago ; 
What had happened to change that Opinion^ 
he faid^ he could not guefs, any more than 
what (houid induce them to malce a Declara^ 
tlon contrary to their Opinion, fuppofing it 
hot to be changed ; ii that the Addrefs was 
equally a Myftery to hina, whether it was or 
Was not fuppofed to be fincere. He faid that 
what he knew to have happened, during the 
lail two Months^ rather tended to confirm than 
deftroy the Opinion of tht Peace, which was 
then adopted by the Houfe, for that the 
Stocks had fallen, and he always confidered 
them as the true Barometer of public Credit j 
he hoped, therefore, he faid^ that Gentlemen 
Would take this Occafion to fhew, that as 
they were free to form Opinions contrary to 
minifterial Meafures, they had firmnefe to 
abide by them, and to appear to abide by 
them in Oppofition to minifterial Influence,, 
and to the Difappointment of minifterial 
Arts. 

The Queftion being then put upon Mr 
P — "s Motion, for expunging the Paragraph, 
which contained Thanks for the Peace, a$ 
Advantageous and Honourable, it paflcd in the

foiall Tythes annexed, for the Infpedion of 
the Houfe. - 

Mr y^ H— H-, the P. S. oppofed the 
Motion, and faid, it was inconfiftent with the 
Dignity of the Houfe, to regulate their Pro- 
ceedings by any Information from Ecclefiafti- 
cal Courts : That he had a very bad Opi- 
nion of thole Courts, and thought their Re- 
gifters fhould not be admitted as Evidence 
to fupport any Demand of the Clergy ; he

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fhouid, he faid, be very glad to find out fom? 
Method of afcertaining what was legally theip 
Kight, but could never think of admitting 
that to be their Right which appeared to be 
fo by the Regiftry of an Ecclefiaftical Court, 
I mtrely on the Authority of that Regifter i 
he did not doubt, he faid, but that fucli. Re- 
giftry was fircquently erroneous, the Courts 
being wholly under the Influence of the 
Clergy, and their Dependants, and oothlng 
being a more juft orgeaicral Subjc(fl of Com^ 
|>laint than the Decifioa of thofe Courts. 

Mr A-^ Mac ^— (aid, if fuch an Order 
fliould be made, it would be impoffible for 
the Regifters to obey it ; becaufe, though it 
was the Duty of every Clergyraaft to annex 
an Account of his Tythes to the Terrier of 
his Living, yet this Duty, though enjoined by 
a Canon, was frequently negledcd j aod tba^ 
as the Terriers were always admitted as EvW 
dence in Law, to prove the Boundaries of tJbe 
Glebe, it would neither be proper^ nor fafc^ 
for the Regifters to part with thcrn out of 
their Cuftody, fo that they would be under 
aNeceflity of coming up with them, thougl? 
many of them were diftant no kfs tfean One 
Hundred and Fifty Miles. 
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Mr E — 5 — P — faid, that riotding coufd 
be of greater Importance than to fix the De- 
mancis of the Clergy, and that as the Terrier 
was only a Map of the Glebe, he did nc^t 
think if neceflary to bring up that, but that 
be thtiigjxt ail Papers relative to their Ty tfies, 
might be ordered, from which fome Infor- 
mation might certainly be gathered j he ob- 
served, that tbere might be a wide diiference 
between Legi^ and Cujiomary Tythes ; and 
that what was called a Modus, was a Cono- 
pofition pai^ by the Pariihioner in lieu of a 
Legal Tythe, and was generally fubftituted 
for the Tythe in Kind, at the Inftance of the 
Pariihioner ; he added, that if all the Papers 
relative to Tythes were fent up, it would 
create great Trouble, and load their Table 
with a vaft Heap of Papers, which would 
never be examined, befides, that they would 
be deficient at laft, for the Reaibn that had 
been already afligned. 

Sir JV-^ O'^ faid, that if it was the Duty 
of every Clergyman to make a Return of his 
Tythes to the Diocefan Court, and if any of 
ibem had neglected it, fuch Defaulters fhould 

T t 4 be 
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be found out and compelled to fulfil the Duty 
they had negleifted. 

The R— t H— ble JP— ^r— , the P. juft at 
this Time ^catne into the Houfe, and faid, that 
the Heads of a Bill, which he propofed to 
introduce were ftot intended to form a new 
Code of LaW3 with Refpedt to the Deftiands 
of the Clergy, or to eftablifh any of theit 
Demands which might be thought doubtful^ 
but only to enable the Clergy to recover, with 
Eaie and Expedition, 'thofe Tythes, which 
were allowed to be their Right,^ and to dif- 
appoint fuch Combinations as might be form- 
ed to defeat them of their Due^ 

» 

It was theri obferved, that a Lift of the 
Fees pf the Clergy had been laid before the 
Privy Council, and afterwards afcertained, 
but that the Clergy did not think fit to abide 
by the Determination. 

Ordered, That the Clerk of the Council dcj 
lay before this Houfe, the Ul/ier Table of 
Tythes, and all other Tables of Tythes and 
fmall Dues in his Office.

I beg leave to propofe as an Amendment 
oi the Order, that an Addition may be made 
jto the following EfFedl : " Such Clergymen 
•^ who have not proper Accomodations in 
^' their own Parifhes, and who live only at 
*^ fuch a Diflance as to be able to fulfil their 
*' parochial Duties, and fuch as having more 
•^* Benefices than one, refide on any one of 
^* their Benefices, not to be deemed non-re- 
^* fident/' My Reafon for the Amendment, 
Sir, is to prevent undeferved Cenfure from 
/ailing upon the Cloth 5 for as I think a 
pegleca of Duty, in the facred Fundlion, one 
pf the greateft Crimes that can be committed, 
I ihould be forry to have it imputed to thofe 
^ho are not guilty. I muft, however, far- 
ther 
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thcr declare, that though I think the Motion 
well intended, and would moft heartily con- 
cur in any M eafure for compelling the Cler- 
gy to perform a D^ty fo important as that of 
their Calling, and for which, no lefs than a 
tenth Part of the natural Produce of the 
Kingdom is allotted them ; yet, I think, it is 
ill-timed, and that our Concurrence in the 
Motion at this Time would be produdfive of 
greater Evil, than it is intended to remove* It 
is univerfally allowed. Sir, that the Commo-» 
tions in the North have been principally di- 
refted again ft the Clergy; and the general 
Contempt into which they are fallen, at this 
critical Time, is too notorious to ftand in need 
of Proof ; and as it is of the utmoft Importance

Mention of cenfuring thofe Clergy for non- 

refidence who either are reiident, or would 
be refident if they could, I think I need fay 
Slothing to defend my Motion agalnft the 
Defed which the Honourable Gentleman has 
been fo good as to fupply ; £ut againft the 
.Charge of its being ill timed, I can irrefraga- 
biy defend it^ l^ the very Arguments that 
bave been brought to fupport the Charge ; it 
has been faid that the Ckcgy are fallen into 
contempt, and that they have been the princi- 
pal Objeft of the R ifings in the North, and that 
.'for thefe Rcafons no Inquiry fbould be now 
paade into their Condud, nor any Cenlbre 
imfied upon it^ fuppo^ng. it to have been 

wor- 
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worthy of Cenfure ; now, Sir, I draw Con^ 
fequences dircdly contrary from the fame 
Premifes : If they have fallen into Contempt^ 
and become fo odious as to be appofed, eveii 
at the Rifle of Life, it is, furely, high Time 
for us to enquire whether thefe Evils are not 
the.EfFeift of their own Conduft, and if it 
appears that they have negledted their Duty^ 
the mofl efFedlual Way to eflablifli their Cre- 
dit, is to oblige them to fulfil it.

It is impoffible for me to fit filent, when 
I hear any method propofed to enforce the 
Refidence of the Clergy of the eftabliflied 
Church, for I have frequently, from the bot-^ 
tom of my Heart, lamented the deplorable 
Condition of the Inhabitants of the County in 

which 
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which I live, arifing from the total Ncglcft of 
thofc who have nominally the Care of their 
Souls, and adaally a Tythe of their Property 2 
I live, Sir, in the County of C/^r^, which is one 
of the largeft in Ireland^ and extreamly well 
peopled. In this County^ Sir, there arc no left 
than Seventy-fix Parishes, and no more than 
Fourteen Churches ) fo that Sixty-two Pa* 
rifties of the Seventy-fix are Smc Cures 5 thi« 
furely, if Religion is any Thing but a Name, 
is fuch a Negled, not of the tcmpofkryj but 
the eternal Intereft of Mankind as fhould 
make thofe, to whofc Care they are commit- 
ted, look inward with Shame and Horror j 
but could it be believed, Sir, that when the 
Number of Churches is fo fmall, in Propor* 
tion to the Number of Pariflies, the Redor^ 
of moft of them are non-refideot, nor is 
there fo much as a Curate of Forty Pounds a 
Year to fupply their Place 5 yet fuch is the 
Faft, and fo much greater Regard have the 
Clergy to the Tythcs, than the Souls of their 
Pariflbi. I will venture to fay> Sir, that for ' 
every refident Clergyman in the County of' 
Clare^ there are Thirty Thoufand Acres of 
Ground, and at Icaft Five Thoufand Souls j 
fo that the Inhabitants of many Pariihes moft 
either live in the total Negle^ of all Relp 

gious 
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gious Duties, or they muft have recourfe to 
Popifh Pricfts. The Prieft, Sir, muft marry 
thofe who would enter into the nuptual Con^ 
trad, the Prieft rouft baptize the Chiidrcp, 
and the Prieft muft bury their Dead } or they 
muft co-habit Hke Savages in the un-inligh^ 
tened Recefles of iifrica^ the Child muft be 
confidered as a mere Denifon of Nature, un-» 
der no Covenant with God, and the Dead 
muft be depofited in the Earth, without any 
Memorial of a ELefurredtion. I am almoft 
aftiamed to obferve, that this is bad Policy, 
becaufe it is pregnant with Mifchiefs fo much 
greater than bad Policy can incur. To re- 
gret the non-refidence of our Clergy, upon 
mere political Principle^ would be like the 
Sailor, who, when his Comrade loft his Head, 
as he was drinking, regretted the Can of 
Flip, that was carried away with it : And 
yet. Sir, as there is too much Reafon to fup- 
pofe that the mere political Mifchief is all 
that fome Perfons regard ; I may be excufed 
for obfcrving, that the Prieft, who is always 
watchful in Proportion as we are negligent, 
never fails to improve the Influence that he 
gains by attending the Bed of Sicknefs, and 
of Death, to make Profelytes to his Church. 
I need not ftiew the political Difadvantages

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. that arife to this Country from the Numb 
of Papifts among tis ; it is neceflaVy to lay 
the Papift under fome Reftraints from whicH 
the Proteftant is free, and it is impoflible for' 
aCduotry to flourifh in which ail the Inha- 
bitants are not admitted to Immunities ancf 
Privileges which eqdally encourage Induftry, 
and unite Individuals in a corrimdn Intereft i 
^be Children of this World are wifer in their 
Generation than the Children of Lights and it is? 
a Pity that in this great Article, we give no 
other Evidence of our being the Children of 
Light, than that we are lefs wife than others 
whom we fuppofe to be the Children of the 
World, One of the bad Confequences of 
this flmmeful Negledt of our Clergy, is, thole 
Rifings that have been mentioned to the Vio^ 
lation of all Law and the Difgrace of all Go- 
vernment ; for who can fuppofe that Mert 
will patiently fufferthe Extortion of a Tythe- 
Monger, where no Duty, for which the Tythe* 
is claimed, has been performed in the Me- 
mory of Man : How can we pcrfuade our- 
felves that fuch a Demand can ever be thought 
Legal 3 and if it is not thought Legal, how* 
can we expe<5t it fhould be paid ? I know 
not indeed, how far the Legality of it can

mere nominal Clergy fhould be paid the tenth 
Part of our Property for doing nothing. It 
has been faid, that to prevent an Oppofition 
to fuch Demands, we fhould put in [force 
©ur penal Laws againft thofe that have op- 
posed them already, but give me leave to fay, 
Sir, that no penal Law however fariguinary 
in itifelf, and however rigoroufly executed; 
will fubdue the Natives of a free Country 
into a tame and patient Acquiefcence in what 
tnuft appear to be the moft flagitious Injuftice, 
and the moft cruel Oppreffion. The Infur* 
redlions, againft which we are fo eager tp call 
out the Terrors of the Law, are no more 
than Branches of which the fliameful Neg- 
ligence of our Clergy, and the Defe<fts in our 
Religious Inftitution conftitute the Root ;

If the Quef- 
tion was put, he faid, he Ihould Certainly 
vote for it, though he thought it better to ad- 
journ the Debate till after the Report of the 
Northern Committee, and the confequent 
Refolution of the Houfe. '

To this Sir W-^ O — agreed, but obferved, 

that as it was piuch more confiftent with the 
true Spirit of Chriftianity, to convince the 
Papifts of their Errors, by Precept and Exam- 
ple, than to harrafs them by the Execution of 
penal Laws, he was of Opinion, that proper 
Meafures fliould be taken to enforce the Re-* 
fidence of beneficed Clergy, in preference tor 
any other Proceedings. 

The Motion was then poftponed, by Con-i 
fent, and there the Matter ended, for, hoWr 
ever neceflary and important the Refidence 
of beneficed Clergy maybe, no MeafurewaS 
ever afterwards taken to enforce it.

I N a Committee for enquiring into the 
X late Infurredions in the North, Mr J—^ 
J^ — being Chairman, began to read a Report, 
T^^hich had been prepared for that Committee 
to make to the Houfe ; and, after he hid 
read fometime, Mr R— jp— got up, and 
(poke to the following EfFed: :

I beg pardon for interrupting the reading 
of the Report, but I cannot help thinking, 
that many of the Particulars that are inferted 
in it, tend rather to irritate and inflame par- 
ticular Perfons againft each other, than to 
promote the public Good 5 befides, I ob- 
ferve, that, in many Inflances, what is faid a-> 
jgain|l particular Perfons, bears much harder 
upon them than it would do, if all the Cir* 
cumftances relative to the Affair were men- 
tionedi I remember, in particular, that dur- 
ing my Attendance on the Committee, which 
was not as frequent as it fhould have been, 

U u 3 I heard 
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I heard a Wi^nefs afked, whether he had no£ 
been fixteen Years in Friendfhip with an ho- 
nourable Member of this Houfe^ to which he 
anfwered in the Affirmative ^ but admitted 
that the Friendship had been broken fome 
Time 5 now this Particular not being infcrt- - 
e.d in the J^eport, I think the Houft cannot 
judge exadly what Credit (hould be given to 
that Part of the Teftimony of this Witncfs^ 
which affedts the honourable Gentleman. 
But if all thefe Particulars were inferted. and 
every 'Allegation againA every particular Per- 
fon was fully elucidated and explained, I da 
not fee what End it could anfwer. We have 
no concern witli any Thing but the Fads by 
which the Law was adually broken. What 
Were the Motives of the Infurgcnts to break 
it, or whether any Ad of Oppreffion was, or 
was not committed^ is an Enquiry wholly 
foreign to the Bufiftefs of this Comihittee. 
We have, in this Cafe,no difcretionary Power ) 
if the Crime allcdged has been committcd,thd 
Law afligns the Punifhment> we have no 
Power of lightening the Punifhment, in con^ 
fequence of any Provocations which may b* 
fuppofed to alleviate the Crime. The Crime, 
as far as it can be judged of by this Houfe^ 
confifts wholly and fimply in breaking the 

Law, 



Law, and the Breach of the Law is the ffimei 
whatever was the Motive to break it; If 
any of the Infurgents fuffered Wrong, the 
Law had provided a Retnedyi which they 
inhere free to take -, they had no right to pro. 
tide a Remedy for themfelves i if a Man is 
i^dly coiivi&ed of a capital Crime, and feiir 
tenced to die, the Profecutor has no Right to 
take his Life^ and he that fhould ftab him^ 
though with a Halter about hijs Neck, would 
i)e lisl)le to punifliOi^nt. The worft Ji^awi^ 
while they fubiift, ought to be enforced, f^r 
bad Government is better than Anarchy ; ^d 
if the People are permitted to difpute with 
Goveirnment, whether the Laws fhall be ex-« 
ecuted or nbt^ nothing but Anarchy c^n ent 
fue : However^ in the prefent Cafe^ it docs 
hot appear that any juft Caiife of Complaint 
gave Colour to the In&irroidion in Qjoeftion* 
Complaint indefcd was txktdc oif an oppreHivt 
JGoonty Cefs^ bat it does not appear that th4 
iCdttiity Ce& vroi op^efSvie i and Complaint 
cWas madft of cxorUltaiit ai^ ilitg^ Dkitixtndt 
bf the Clergy^ but it dbes not af>pqar that 
their Demands were either exorbitant or il- 
legal; however^ as 1 faid belbfe^ th^i^no 
Part of our £n(^tury ; the Proceedings of the 
lM[urgents> have^ without Concrovtriy^ been 

U u 4 Lice^r 
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Licentious, Illegal, and Rebelliotis 5 andthei^ 
Notoriety, and Turpitude, are fufficiene 
Grounds for this Houfe to proceed juditiouf- 
ly againft them, and I therefore think that 
as the Report of the Committee fs^ for the 
Reafons I have affigned, both Redundant 
and Dcfedive, the making it to the Hoiiie, 
fhould be adjourned to a farther Day :

The Houfe took no fubfcquent Meafures, 
in confequence of the Enquiry of this Com^ 
mittee. 

The Houfe having, according te Order, re- 
folved itfelf into a Committee, to take into 
Coniideration, Heads of a Bill for better fe^* 
curing the Liberty of the Subje&, and fpent 
fome Time therein, the Speaker refomed 
the Chair, and, the Report having beea made> 
the Bill was read. 

Then a Motion was made, that the Speak*^ 
cr, with the Houfe, do attend his Excellency^ 
the Lord Lieutenant with the laid Bill, and 

defire 
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defire the fame may be tranfmitted into Great 
Britain^ in due form^ and that his Excellen- 
cy would be pleafed to recommend the fame^ 
in the moft effectual Manner to his M ajefty, 
as a Bill of the utmofl: Confequence to this 
Kingdom. 

To this it was objeffccd, that fuch a Me- 
thod was unufual, and that, at this Time, 
nothing made an unufual Method neceflary, 
as there was not the leaft JS^eafon to fufpeCt 
that the Bill would not be pi:operly confi- 
dered. .

IThkik ttothing can happefii iii ftily Couiif^ 
fry thkX reqttirefc more ferioM CcmSiAtx^ 
tioii than the Infiirredions that have kftety 
difturbed, both the Southern atid Northern 
Parts bf the Kii^doi : They have already 
been the Objedl of bur Enquiry ui a Commits 
tee, but there, as has been obferved before^ 
they were confidered as Br^adbieG of the LaW 
already paft, and dit Motives \thicfa ur^ 
the Offendetts tb commk the Crime, did noi 
come properly under Comfidistetkm, when * 
OiMe already tt>mmi«ted w»$ the Objea:^ 
but as it beh«v«S «s tb preVAtIt fuch Infurree^ 
tions ibr the fbl^e> and to provide fome ef^^ 
fedlual Mems fet preveMtiig the Mifohicf 
which may fo4k>w i^ they (lK>idd happen, it 
is proper for us to GOt^fider what gave Occa<- 
fion to them^ that by pteventing fuch Occali- 

mi 
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on we may ftrlke the Evil at its Root : It id 
alfo proper for us to enquire what Provifioti 
is already macje by Government for quelling 
a riotous and rebellious Oppofition to the 
Laws, and fecuring the Property and Life c^- 
tbofe who are under their Protcftion. Now, 
Sir, as to the firft Obje<a of our Enquiry, ic 
does not appear that any previous Breach of 
the Laws, or any oppreffive Abufe of them, 
in thofe who were the Objed: of thefe Infur- 
rei9ions, gave Colour to them ; but that they 
rofi; from a caufelefs Offence taken againft the 
Laws themfelves, and were encouraged by a 
Notion, that the civil Magiflracy was not in* 
v^fted with a legal Power fufficient to quell 
them, and difappoint their Deiign, which was 
no other than to render the Law ineiFeftual by 
forcibly preventing its Executbn. Now, Sir, 
as the Oppofition of thefe Infurgents againft 
the Law is caufelefs, we cannot remove the 
Occafion of their Irregularities by an Altera* 
tion of the Law ; all that we have to do is to 
take away the Encouragement which they 
derive from a Want of Power in the Magif- 
tracy, and fo prevent them froni attempting 
to put their Purpofc in Execution, by ftiew- 
ing them that it is impoilable. By this 
Meafure, Sir, we ihall alfo prevent the Mif* 

chief 
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chief of the Attempt, even if k (hould be 
iriade. Their Notion that the Power of the 
civil Magiftracy of the Country is defeftive, * 
has but too much Foundation in Truth, as • 
will appear upon a Comparifori of our Police - 
with that of a Sifter Kingdom. The Spirit- • 
of Liberty is there as high and as bold as in 
any Country upon Earth, and' yet the fame ' 
Caufes which have produced Infurredlions 
bordering on Rebellion here, hivfe produced 
no fuph Mifchief there. This is owing en- 
tirely to the Power of the Magiftracy, and the- 
Refpedl which Power always infpires. In 
Great Britain^ MagiftrateSj atid thdfe in Au-: 
thority under them, had a Power fufficient ta 
anfwer the Purpofes of civil Government re- 
gularly and legally vefted in them, before the 
Norman Conqueft, and this Power the Con-: 
queror thought fit to continue and eftabllfh ^ 
but it does not appear that any' fuch Power 
has been eftabliftied in this Kingdom, from 
the earlieft Times to the prefent. The Clan-* 
fhips, as they have been called, and the De- 
pendancc of the lower Clafles of the People^ 
upon their Chiefs, or Heads, was: the principal 
Source of their Obedience to the Law, and 
when that Dependance ceafed, they wer^ 
confcious to no other Subordination, and 

there* 
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therefore were difpofed to be obedient no lon- 
ger. At this very Time the Magiftratc, how- 
ever vigilant and faithful in the Difcharge of 
his Duty, and however defirous to check any 
tumultuous Oppofition to Government, has 
no Power to compel proper Affiftance. The 
Perfons that ought, on fuch Occafions, to af*- 
lift the Magiftratc, are the head Conftable, 
and the petty Conftables. But, at prefent, 
the head Conftable of the Barony is appoint- 
ed by Rotation, without the leaft Attention to 
his Ability, Situation, Charader, or Circum»- 
ftances ; fo that having often nothing to lofe, 
he has nothing to fear, and becomes negligent 
of his Duty merely becaufc he knows he can- 
not be puniflied for fuch Negled: ; fo that 
Deficiencies frequently happen, either from his 
Negligence, or his Diflhonefty, in the public 
Ceffes of the Barony, which he is intrufted to 
levy, and thefe Deficiencies, however fmall, 
he is fi-equently wholly unable to make good. 
3uch are the head Gonftables ; as to the Pet- 
ty Conftables, they are appointed from the 
very lowcft of the People, and are indiffer-^ 
cntly of all Perfuafions and all Charaders ; 
but if they were >yhat they ought to be, with 
Refpeft to their Qualifications, they are not 
fllfScient in Number efFcdually to aflift the 

Ma- 
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Magiftralfft in quelling a popular Infurrc^rlioii. 
The Juftice of Peace, under thcfc Circjin^ 
Aances, is a mere Cypher, and the Quiet and 
Security of the Country muft depend wholly 
upon a military Force ; a Force that is wholly 
unconftitutional, and that we are loaded with 
heavy Taxes to maintain. If our Police was 
to be properly fupported by the civil Power, 
thofe who fecured our Rights from Violatioa 
would alfo contribute, by their loduilry, to 
the publip Stock ; but the mercenary Soldier 
4Contf ibutes nothing ; be is a mere Excrefcence 
of the State, and can floerifh only by its 
Weakqefs : If e has not a common Intereil 
with his fellow Subjedts, and would as wiU 
lingly fubvert the Conftitution as fupport it 
The niiiitary Power is, indeed, (b odious, 
that the Exertion of it wi}l fow (he Seeds of 
that very Contumacy, and Opprefljon, which 
it is employed to quell ;• and I, therefore, pro- 
^ pofe to bring in Heads of a Bill t« extend and 
increafe the Power of the Civil Magiftrate^ 
gnd alfo to increafe the Number of Conftables^ 
who (hall be abfolutely under his Diredion ; 
I propofe, that a Return fhould be made of the 
Number of Families in each Parifti, and that 
for every fifty Families a Conftable and two 
Bailiffs ftould be appointed, and that fuch

I never was more furpriwd in my Life^ 
than I am at the whole rurport of what the 
honourable Gentleman, who fpoke lift, has 
iaidupon this Occaiioii'; he lias endeavoured 
to prevent onr bringing a Man before us who 
is charged with a moft ifagitious Breach of 
Privilege, by telling us that the hbnourabte 
MeUl^ber he has iB-tteatedi tieferVcs fuch 
Trcatitleot le& thari 4hy Mao in the World j 
that ibe Liberty of the Prefs fhonW be kepi 
facred, and that the Delinquent rfeferves ouf 
Compaffion. Now, Sir, as to the Liberty ot 
the Prefs, it is whoMy out of the Queftion. 
The Liberty of the ft-efs, fo much and fd 
juftly valued as the Bulwark of otir Gonftitu-' 
tion, is not, furely, a Liberty of defaming and 

. ' calum-* 
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fcfthiHrtilaling private Perfoiis. With th« 
Gharaifitertdf private Pcrfohs the Coitftitutiort 
h^ not rhefeaftConnexion^ nor can a Freedom 
of difcloiin^ or difgoifing their Charaders iA 
Print, tend, in the Icaft, ro fecare to Mi our 
comnxon Privileges, ais Members of a free 
State. The Liberty of the Preft, Sir, of 
whith we are and ought to be tender aiid jea- 
lous, is the Liberty of makitig known to th^ 
Community thofe Truths by which the Cbm- 
fnunity is affetftcd ; if h the Liberty of pub- 
lickly ejramining Public Meafures, and difciif- 
fing QuefHons relative to political and re- 
ligious Principles, in which all have a corti- 
mon Intereft. As to the Charadcf of the 
honourable Gentfcman who has been publick- 
ly afperfed, it is the firft Timfe thaC I ever 
heard it advanced, that the more Merit a Gen* 
tleman poflcifes, the lefs Crirtie there is in a- 
buiing hint. Can it polilbly be fuppofed that 
a Man's Innocetice, nay, that his Eminence 
hi pofitive good Qualities, fhoutd be a Reafon 
why ^ he ffaoold be publicly afperfed as being 
dcftitutc of fuch Qualities, with Impunity. 
Are we only to paniih Defamation when it is 
true, and tb take no Notice of it when it is 
falfe I The Afperfion, I know, has been 
treated as a Trifle, becaufe it has no Relation 

X X 4 to 
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to moral Condu^ ; but a Man may be more 
injured by a public Imputation of Folly than 
of Vice. It is, indeed, with Refped to the 
Ferfon himfelf better to want Uoderftanding 
than Virtue ; bpt I am afraid he will fuffer lefs 
in the Eftimationof many, by the Want of 
Virtue than Underftandine. The honourable 
Gentleman, Sir, is a Member of this Houfe, 
and to iniinuate that he wants Under/landing 
is to infmuate that he is unequal to his Trufl: 
It t^nds .to deftroy the Confidence placed in 
him by his Conilituents, and to ^xpofe him to 
ev^ry Attempt that Cunning and Fraud may 
be encouraged to pra<3:ife againft thofe whom 
they fuppofe unable to detedt them. The 
Injury of fuch Defamation, Sir, is great, that 
|t is unmerited is an Aggravation, and it may 
be punifhed without difcountenancing any 
Privilege of the Public, or any Pradice of ge- 
peral Utility. As to the Delinquent, if it is 
granted that he is an Objed of our Lenity, it 
cannot, for that Reafbn, be pretended that he 
fliould efcape unqueftioned : To take no Cog- 
nizance of Offence is iiot Mercy ; it is betray-^ 
ing the Caufe of the Public, and encouraging 
an indifcriminate Violation of every Law that 
was intended to unite Society in the Bonds of 
Peace. . If he is afi Objed of our Mercy, let 

us 
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|ig/he.w k, with the Sword df Juftice in our 
Hftnds^ ; WQ ihaU then give a Sanflion to the 
Law, and an Ehcouragentent to Merit I but, 
if we do not bring htm befisfeus, we can do 
fx^ither : Andjet me now make a Diftindion 
that feems . to have been oveidooked ; the Mo* 
|ipn was not made to order this Man into the 
Cuflody of the iSerjeant at Arms, but to bring 
him immediately, to the Bar of the Houfe, in 
the Coilody of that Ofiicen In the firft Cafe, 
the Order; would * have implied a temporary 
Jmprifonm^nt, btitii^the other it will not, for 
the Man may be difcharged immediately. 
Xiet mealfo obferve, that though the honour-^ 
able> Gentleman who has been « injured, 
thought it his Duty to take Notice of the Of- 
fence a$ a Caution to others, yet he has done 
it in a Way leaft hurtful to the Offender, for 
he might have brought his Adion at Law, 
which would h%ve involved him in much 
greiater Perplexity and Expence.

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Perfon who holds them,. No Man can re-^ 
ceive an Equivalent from a Minifterfor the 
JLofs he would. fufFer by the Ruin of his Coua-^ 
try 5 ho Man^ : therefore^ whatever ' FaYours 
lie may have receivcdx ftom a Minifter, ^ will 
concur in a ruinous Meaiurc; ; and nothing is 
fo likely to alarm a Minifter, and divert him 
from purfuing his Pr^jed, as the Oppofitiofi 
of a Dependant : The very Dependance gives 
Influence and Power to the C^pofition, dfe in 
chat Cafe it muft proc^d frooi Principle, and 
can neither be evaded nor overborn. The 
conflaat and indifcrimi natie Oppofttion to Go« 
vernmcnt by tbofe who aisc dignified with the 
Name of Patriots is not formidable to a Mi- 
nifter ; he knows that all but the Vulgar im- 
pute the dppofition to its true Motive, Fac* 
tion or Self-Inte^eft ; and he knows ' too^ that 
if ever it is worth his while, he can boy it off. 
fc has, however^ a very permcious Tendency 
npon the inferior Claffes of Life, and, in fome 
Cafes, makes it necefiary fo govern with a Rod 
of Iron, by raifing a Spk||| which would. not 
^herwife be governed at all 5 for, as the Ralv- 
14e find thofe whom they call Patriots, uni- 
verfelly oppo&ig every Meafure of Govern- 
ment, they naturally infer, fhatevery Meafure 
of Government is pcFfiicioue and oppreffive, 

whether 
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whether they feel it tx> be fO| or not ; ancf,- 
by this Means^ they become firft difcontem^' 
ed, and then tHmultaous ; they firft defpift 
the Laws, and theq oppofe them ; thus we 
have Contumacy and Riot on : one 8ide,^ and 
Dragoons and Penal Laws on the other } And 
furely. Sir, a Place- Bill will ctocourage the 
Notion from which thefe Efils proceed : If 
we make a LaW. that no Place^noiW ihall fit 
among us, upon a Suppofition that he will 
Vote with the Court, can the Multitude h!A 
jtQ infer, that to vote with the Courts is to ruia 
the Country ? Will they not Coniider fuch 
a Law as confirming their Opinions, and ju(^ 
tifying their Conduft ? We ought, furely, 
rather to lead them into other Notions, and 
to reconcile them to Government, by (hewing 
that we pot Confidence in it. Beiides, Sir^ 
if we paXs this Bill, it is probable that the 
Members of this Houfe will rather keep th«f 
Seat than accept of a Place ; the Confequenc^ 
of which will be, that all Places will be given 
to. Perfons oii th^ other Side of the Water, 
who will neither know their Duty nor fulfill 
it« Gentlemen who refide among US| and 
have a local Intereft here, muft, from their 
Situation, be better qualified, and more incline 
ed to difcharge the Duties of a Place of Truft 

or 
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or Profit, than thofc who have neither Re- 
fidence nor Intereft ; and they will farther 
contribute to the general Emolument, by fpend- 
ing the Revenue of their Appointment among 
thofe that are taxed to pay it : And, let me 
obferve, Sir, that, fupJ)oling Places and , Pen- 
fions to be given to Natives, thofe Natives, if 
they hadiiot a Seat in the Houfe, w6uld not 
live aniongus; they would do no Duty, and 
fpend no Money, from which we could re- 
ceive the leaft Benefit. I am forry, Sir, upon 
this Occafion, to remind Gentlemen how very 
fparingly the Favours of Government are he- 
flowed upon us already, Amoiig four and 
twenty Bifhops there arc but fix Natives ; a- 
mong the Judges, but three -, of fourteen Ge- 
neral Officers lipoti the Stafi^, three ; and, a- 
mong the great Officers of State, there is 
nearly the fame Proportion, When this Na- 
tion, Sir, was threatened with an Invafion, 
it was thought neceflfary to raife five Regi- 
ments for its Defence,, and of the Command- 
ers of thefe Regiments onjy one was an Irijh^ 
man j and, if this is the Cafe now, what 
Chance would the Natives of this Country 
ftand, for having any Emolument beftowed 
upon them by the Government, if the Bill in 
.Queftion (hould pafs into a Lav?? In a

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/\)Vbrd, Sir, the Bill would produce continual 
contefted EleAions. it would Icffen the Influ- 
cnce of the Memfcicrs oFtliis rtoufc, it would 
'pi"cveht thofe FrcWi having Places who alone 
are qualified to fulfill the Duties of them, it 
would increafe the Nutober of Abfentees, and 
drain away our Money \ it would tend to 
produce general Weaknefs and Difcontent, 
and, therefore, fuppofing every iinglc Place- 
man to vote implicitly for the Government^ 
which fome very recent Inftances (hew not to 
be the Cafe, it would certainly do-more harm 
than good, and, therefore, I humbly move, 
that the Chairman may leave the Cnair.

I do not, indeed, ad* 
mit that all whppppiofe Court Meafures do it 
only in Exp9<3:ation of Court Favour, but 
that is the Principle of the honourable Gen-* 
tleman, who fpoke againft the Bill, and, therer 
fore, I chufe rather to argue upon it than con- 
fute it* But, fuppoiin^ thofe who oppofe, to 
oppofe upon Principle, if is certain that thofe 
who adopt, adopt from Intereft, for what elfe 
could caufe a Difference of Cond^ft ? It cannot 
be fuppofed that there (hoiild fecrctly be a Dif- 
ference of Opinion, for it would be ftrange, in- 
deed, if all who had received Favours frooi 
Government (hould, at once, fee Things in a 
different Light, and draw different Conclufi- 
ons from the fame PremifTes.

The fanlie falfe Polipy, however, that iirff 
prohibited the Exportation of Proviiions from 
Ireland tO England^ continued tl)e Prohi* 
bition ; the people of Ireland therefore ap- 
plied thetnfelves to the breeding pf Sheep, 
rather than Cattle, with a View to m(t 
,a .Growth of Wools nor did they ftop 
here. Manufactures were foon eAabliihed^ 
aprf their Wool was wrought into Stuffs of 
various l^ifids, which turned to ^pod ^c« 
oount.

But k being found, that feveral Statutes^ 
niade in Ireland for that Purpofe were bp-^ 
come obfolete^ the Parliament of England^ 
pafled an A<S, in the 12th Year of Cbarle$^ 
the Second, which prohibits Ireland from exn^ 
porting Wool ta>any Country but England 
and IVaiss^ under the fevcrcft Penalties. ^ 

The Importance of this -Adt may be feirly 
inferred from the Ad itfelf, for it is to be!^ 
prcfumed, that abfolute Neccflity only would[ 
have induced a Britijh Parliament to break 
through a Rule upon which the Liberty of 
4L Britijh Subjeft depends^ " That every 
Country ought to.be governed by Laws of its 
own making,'* and to violate the Conftitutioi^ 
by fubjeiSting Ireland to Laws made in ano^ 
ther Kingdom. , 

. This Law, fo long as Ireland was permitted 
to export^her Wool manufadlurcd, efFeftuaUjr 

D d d * " reftrair^ed 
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rcftrained her from exporting it raw ; and' 
though a few obfcure Perfons fet themfelves 
to acquire an unlawful Gain, by fmuggling 
away raw Wool, yet, it being the Intereft of 
the Majority, indeed of the Country in gene- 
ral, to prevent it, in order to fccure the Ad- 
vantage of the Trade carried on by the Woolen' 
Manufadure, they were diligently watched/ 
and feldom . efcaped Detection and Punifli- 
xhcnt : Thefe Smugglers were confequently 
ibw, and the Injury they did to the general 
Trade both of England and Jrdand^ was pro- 
jortionably fmalh 

But when Ireland was feftraifled. from ex- 
porting her Woolen Manufafturc$, the Ex- 
portation of raw Wool became the Bufinefs 
not of a few, but of many ; it was no Man*s 
Intereft, merely as a Native of Ireland^ to pre-« 
^vent it ; it was therefore not Only conniv'd 
at, but encouraged 5 and thofe who did not 
unlawfully export raw Wool for a pecuniary 
Advantage to themfelves, were well pleafed 
to fee it done by others, from a Principle of 
Rcfentment and Indignation agaiuft thofe who 
■had fubjc died them to what they could not but 
confider as a cruel and oppreffive Law, which 
had not or'*^ impoverifhcd many Individuals,
